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Foreword 


You are presumably reading this book because you have an interest 

in Tarot, or in one or more of its cognate areas . You could be an 
Astrologer, or a student of Magic(k) or the Qabalah. It may be that 

you are familiar with some of Lon’s previous works—The Way of 
the Secret Lover‘(in which an early version of the major arcana of 
the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick appeared), or the more recent Mag- 

ick of Thelema.* You might be a Witch wishing to expand your 
comparative-magick skills, or a Thelemite desiring some much- 

needed help in understanding Aleister Crowley . You may even— 

lucky you!—know Lon, and wish to draw from his fountain of wit, 
erudition, and above all, magical sanity . The book you are reading 

is Lon’s commentary to his tarot deck, the Tarot of Ceremonial 
Magick . He describes this deck as “a pictorial synthesis of three 
great pillars of Magick: Astrology, Enochian, Goetia,’ and you will 
find this ambitious promise fulfilled in both the deck, and in this 
companion volume. I am convinced that whatever your interests in 
the Arts Arcane, you will find your horizons broadened, your 

knowledge deepened, and your understanding heightened by the 
material in this deck and book, and by the Magus-friendly manner 

in which it is presented to you.

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The tarot is many things. Among them: It explains both the origin 
and telosof our present Universe, and of past and future Universes 
as well. It schematizes the essential and necessary relationships that 
make up Manifestation. It is a system of self- (and Self-) knowl- 
edge. It provides a glimpse into the Mind of Creation. It is a sound 
oracle. Finally, it is an effective and affordable psychotherapist . As 
you either already know or will soon understand, the tarot is inti- 
mately related to the twenty-two letters of the ancient Hebrew 
alphabet, and to their evolution, as described in that venerable 
Semitic filing system known as the Qabalah and its iconographic 
abbreviation, the Tree of Life. 

This book is the distillation of decades of study, research, med- 
itation and ritual enactment by the author. I believe it represents 
one of the most exciting breakthroughs in the tarot, in its arrange- 
ment and presentation of several occult systems relating to that 
elegant, versatile and indispensable Map of Consciousness, the 
Qabalah. 

For many Western occultists (myself once among them), the 
approach to tarot developed by Aleister Crowley and presented in 
the Thoth Tarot Deck and its companion volume The Book of 
Thoth3 are the last words on that subject. We find in Crowley’s 
written and visual materials a grand synthesis, explaining Astrol- 
ogy, Alchemy, Numerology, Qabalah, color symbolism, and Geo- 
mancies Eastern and Western. The Book of Thoth both delineates 
the relationships among these branches of the One Tree of Meta- 
physical Knowledge, and for our right brain’s benefit, illustrates 
them through the evocative aesthetic of Frieda Harris’ faithful exe- 
cutions of Crowley’s designs for the cards. Many of us came to 
Crowley’s system after years of working with other decks and 
approaches . Most of us still using the Crowley Tarot as our deck 
of choice would, I believe, deny that any improvement on Crow- 
ley’s material was conceivable or necessary, let alone possible.

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However, there are some features of our allegiance to The Book of 
Thoth which we usually leave unspoken: 

The bootless hours spent poring over our ragged, earmarked, 
coffeestained and, eventually, looseleafed copies of the book, and 
our unsuccessful attempts to wrest some applicable information 
out of statements like the following example, on the 9 of Cups: 


Jupiter in Pisces is indeed good fortune, but only in the 
sense of complete satiety. The fullest satisfaction is 
merely the matrix of a further putrefaction; there is no 
such thing as absolute rest.4 


or, on the Ace of Disks: 


This card is thus an affirmation of the identity of Sol 

and Terra—and that will be best understood by those 

who have punctually practiced “Liber Resh” for the 

necessary number of years, preferably in such Hermit- 

ages as those of the Sahara Desert, where the Sun and 

the Earth can soon be instinctively recognized as living 

Beings, one’s constant companions in a Universe of 

pure Joy.5 
There is also our mystification at some of Crowley’s more inspired 
(or outrageous) leaps of logic, and our last-ditch employment of 
tertiary interpretive devices including, but not limited to, several 
multi-lingual dictionaries, two ouija boards, and a pendulum. The 
sublime beauty of The Book of Thoth—its use of so many diverse 
magical systems—is also the inherent limitation in its usefulness for 
many of us. We lose track of the point, seduced by Crowley’s mas- 
terful presentation of virtually every critical magical, mythological 
and spiritual tradition of East and West. 

A related drawback is that most of us serious working occultists 

are perforce specialists. Unlike Crowley, who was very possibly 
the last magical genius and Renaissance man of this century, we

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tend to limit ourselves to one or a very few magical subsystems, 
such as Astrology, or Ceremonial Magick, or the practice of Goetia 
or the Enochian system. Even in the (sadly few) intellectually- 
inclined pockets of modern Witchcraft we find the study and use 
of the Qabalah as the foundation and keystone, the magical lan- 
guage by which we translate, and thereby begin to understand, the 
traditional teachings of Wicca. We choose jo restrict our magical 
practices to avoid the dreaded dilletantism which would render us 
spiritually impotent, spinning uselessly on our Astrals. Because of 
this self-imposed limitation, it is for many of us an insurmountable 
challenge to derive the specific datum that would be most valuable 
to us from our readings in The Book of Thoth, a sometimes over- 
whelming compilation of material that underscores Crowley’s 
unique status among occultists as well as our own modern meta- 
physical limitations. Each of these difficulties is addressed, and to 
a great extent resolved, by the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick , 

Lon is a Thelemite, but the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick js far 
from being a reworking of Aleister Crowley’s material. Nor is it 
Lon’s intent to fling Crowley off the tarot pedestal upon which so 
many of us have placed him. Lon’s deck may be used exclusively 
as a complete and exciting Tarot system in its own right; but you 
may also wish to avail yourself of the opportunities inherent in the 
potent conjunction of The Book of Thoth and the Tarot of Ceremo- 
nial Magick—since both derive from the Qabalah, how could you 
not?—but what you will find in the latter is an utterly simple and 
therefore astounding rearrangement of the diverse traditions pre- 
sented in the former, in a way which renders them immediately 
accessible to the student. At a glance, you will see the Zodiacal, 
Enochian, Ceremonial, Goetic, Tattvic and Elemental components 
of each specific card, as well as the unique spot that card occupies 
in each of those systems, and its particular relationship to the 
other cards. And ‘his in the space of a few moments! 

Allow me to share this embarrassing story by way of illus- 
tration: I have been an astrologer (and an occasional profes- 
sional teacher and counselor) as well as a student of tarot for 
over two decades. Although I had used The Book of Thoth almost 
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exclusively for 15 years, I had never seen® how the number cards 
of the minor arcana are to be arranged to form the complete wheel 
of the zodiac. Lon pulled out the 2-3-4 of Wands [the first, sec- 
ond and third decans of Aries], the 5-6-7 of Disks [the decans of 
Taurus], the 8-9-10 of Swords [the decans of Gemini] and the 2— 
3-4 of Cups [the decans of Cancer]|—and so on! I was dumb- 
founded. And yet there these zodiacal relationships were revealed 
in the composition of his cards for any to see—and this in the 
hurly-burly of the U.S. book industry’s largest trade show, not an 
atmosphere conducive to subtle thought. If this one minor exam- 
ple indicates the degree of personal breakthrough I experienced, 
under those circumstances, imagine the leaps in consciousness 
which will become available to you in your orderly study as you 
explore Lon’s material. 

Among the many aspects of this deck I sincerely appreciate is 
its lack of pretension. Lon has an ability to transmit profound 
truths with style and quiet humor—elements usually lacking in 
contemporary occult writers. Just look at the Small Cards, where 
he has the 2 of Cups, the Lord of Love, as two ice-cream sundaes. 
The 7 of Cups, the Lord of Illusory Success (“Debauch” in 
Crowley ), is shown as a stack of martinis. In the 4 of Wands—the 
Lord of Perfected Works—the wands form the masonic square 
and compasses, surmounted by the All-Seeing Eye (of Horus ). 
The wands of the 6 stretch out to the horizon and allude to the

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planetary ruler, Jupiter’s function as the lord of expansion. In the 
10 of that suit, the Lord of Oppression, the wands form the bleak 
gate of a medieval dungeon. And the major arcana! Not only do 
the personae depicted form the basis of an entirely self-referential 
system in itself (and one elaborate occult joke I’m hoping Lon will 
fully reveal to his readers), but the other keys exhibit Lon’s own 
unique teaching method. Just wait until you get a look at XIII. I 
guarantee this to be the only Death card to elicit giggles; it also 
illustrates some overlooked aspects of this most grim of Atus. 


* * * 


I'd like to turn a bit to what philosophers and theologians call the 
Problem of Evil.’ I’m not a ceremonial magician of either the High 
or Goetic sort. I’ve never been particularly successful in the sum- 
moning of angelic or demonic beings—unless, of course, you count 
those whose sensibilities are acutely responsive to the sound of cat 
food cans being opened. However, as students of the Qabalah—the 
Tree whose roots pierce the depths of existence, and whose 
branches brush the very heavens—we encounter the range of Man- 
ifestation, at least academically. In a comprehensive spiritual system 
such as the Qabalah, one which touches (in Douglas Adams’ 
words) Life, the Universe, and Everything, there is nothing left 
unexplored. The birth-cries of galaxies and the unobserved dance 
of subatomic particles alike are grist for our rabbinical mills. 
Abstract human principles such as Truth and Justice—our species’ 
highest Ideals—are there represented. In the Wicca, there is nothing 
in our experience of Being which is “unworthy” ofor excluded 
from our scrutiny: “The aware Wicca does not reject the world 
from fear of it. She holds it firmly in her grasp and wrests from it

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its secrets.”8 This is in fact our job—to observe and to study, in 
hopes that we will be vouchsafed a true understanding of the 
natures and relationships comprising every aspect of Manifestation. 

This is, of course, the occupation of several lifetimes; but your seri- 
ous occultist is in for the long haul. It falls to us to seek out and 
embrace every facet of life as it comes; everything to us is sacred, 
and each particular occasion of Being participates in, and has as its 
origin and end, the Divine. I struggle when this philosophical and 
spiritual certainty collides with the repellent: how could we have 
allowed the Holocaust to happen, or the earlier atrocities of the 
Holy Office of the Inquisition? Why are there babies born with 
AIDS? Why do Tibetan Lamas die of cancer? Why do we suffer? 
Why are there ticks? Why was I—one of the most scrupulously 

honest people I know—robbed yesterday? Vague invocations of 
karmic fulfillment beg serious questions; see Ken Wilbur’s magnif- 
icent True Grace and Grit. The Buddha’s answer is cold comfort 
indeed to those of us consigned to being-in-the-world to learn the 
lessons of Assiah. Although I cannot presume to cut this particular 
millenia-old Gordian knot in the space of a few brief paragraphs, 

step back a pace with me to view, as a student of the Qabalah, the 
larger canvas of Creation . 

The present world in which we live was not the first; learned 
rabbis, scriptural commentators, have informed us throughout the 
centuries that The Creator (s) tried Its (Their) Hand(s) at a num- 
ber of attempts at Manifestation. The creative force emanated 
from the source, spilling “down” and “out” to fill and overflow 
each of the ten succeeding “vessels” of form (the ten Sephiroth of 
the Tree of Life) to arrive, finally, as our lovely world. In the first 
attempts the vessels weren’t “strong” enough to hold it. Those 
vessels shattered, and their shards—the Shells, Harlots, or Qli- 
photh—became the substance of what we commonly term 
“demons.” This is one view—and I beg the reader’s forgiveness 
for this simplistic presentation. These Shells have served, for

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countless eons, as the flies in an otherwise harmoniously- 
appointed ointment. Throughout the centuries, their names, 
appearances, job descriptions and places within the creative hierar- 
chy have been analyzed by Qabalists. These energies are as much 
a part of the correspondences aligned with each Sephira as all the 
other spiritual entities related to the Tree of Life—the archangels, 
angels, planetary intelligences, mythological personages, divine 
entities and others, each belonging to its proper station. 

I introduce this topic because the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick 
forces us to confront it. And although I have never subscribed to 
the rose-colored glasses approach to metaphysics-what my own 
spiritual teacher calls the “Hello Sky, Hello Clouds, Hello Fuzzy 
Bunny” school of occultism—the presence of the sigils belonging 
to the evil genii on the trump cards was disturbing to me. It was, 
in fact, the only aspect of the deck to which I could not initially 
commit my unequivocal enthusiasm . I engaged Lon in immediate 
discussion of this subject, there at the book fair where he first 
showed me the deck, and continuing in our sporadic but ongoing 
correspondence . In a lener to me wrinen in mid-fall of 1993, Lon 
discusses the sigils of the two classes of genii appearing on each 
major arcana card. One class, he wrote, is representative of the 
House of Mercury, an important class of symbols inexplicably 
overlooked by virtually every writer except Crowley in his “Liber 
231 .”? Of the other class of sigil, Lon wrote: 


. The abode of the second genii of each trump is not 
a house but a prison. These sigils often appear as dis- 
torted, unbalanced or corrupted versions of those 
found in the Houses of Mercury. No matter how 
unsightly or unpleasant these fellows may be, they are a 
magical fact of life. We don’t have to like them, and we 
certainly don’t have to exalt them, but they are a part 
of the great tapestry and our understanding of the uni- 
verse and ourselves will remain incomplete if we ignore

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them. Worse, by ignoring them they have the nasty 
habit of getting out and working mischief. 

It is my opinion that the placement of the correct 
sigils of the geniis of the Domarum Mercurii and the 
placement of the sigils of the geniis of the Carcerorum 
Qliphoth upon the same tarot trump is an appropriate 
way to magically display the entire spectrum of mean- 
ing inherent in the card. Furthermore, to a certain 
extent, I believe that the same forces reside in the 
trumps of every tarot deck whether they are overtly 
symbolized or not. At least in my deck a balance is 
struck and the great symbol of the Atu stands ever on 
guard over the prisoner in the next box. 


I find myself in agreement with Lon. These beings have never sim- 
ply gone away upon a lack of acknowledgment. Furthermore, Lon’s 
deck has offered me the beginnings of a profound insight into 
understanding the problem of evil in the world—the same insight 
one may infer from the white-and-black checkered floor of the 
Temple of Malkuth, or of the masonic lodge. If the progress of the 
major arcana depicts, on one level, the spiritual evolution of the 
human soul throughout its lifetime(s), then the undeniable encoun- 
ters with what is commonly termed “evil” 19 become yet another 
tool by which we may shape our lives, to an end dulce et utile, “as 
a carpenter shapes wood.” While the suffering of “evil” in life is 
unavoidable, we can come to understand that our responses to that 
evil are not; on each occasion, we are graced with the opportunity 
to grow in awareness through self-knowledge. Truly won self- 
knowledge affords us the discipline to regulate our responses and 
to preserve our integrity in the face of evil. Most importantly, it is 
through awareness alone that spiritual evolution—the magician’s 
ultimate and only aim—is maintained or even possible. Finally, as 
all good Hermeticists know, “as above, so below” (and as within,

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so without): if we can find the honesty, courage and love, and trust 
in the divine plan enough to seek out and acknowledge our individ- 
ual shadows, then there is no reason why we must be forced to face 
them outside ourselves, in the world of Form. Any predictive astrol- 
oger will tell you this. Awareness is the key, and it is that most valu- 
able key which Lon has here provided occultists in our ongoing 
confrontation with the problem of evil. We owe him a great debt; 
thank you, Lon.

Preface 


In 1856, Alphonse Louis Constant (Eliphas Lévi) published what 
was to become one of the most influential works on ceremonial 
magic ever written, Rituel de la haute magie.' In Chapter 22, “The 
Book of Hermes,” he publicly revealed for the first time that ... 


“..the twenty-two keys of the Tarot are the twenty- 
two letters of the primitive kabalistic alphabet ...” ” 


Students of Western Hermeticism and Christian mysticism had 
long suspected a qabalistic foundation to the Tarot of the Bohemi- 
ans, but such things were seldom spoken of publicly. The unititi- 
ated were left to speculate about mysterious societies of qabalistic 
magicians who were bound by terrible oaths never ,, reveal their 
secret knowledge to the profane. Indeed such colorful suppositions 
may not have been too far-fetched. Strict secrecy had long been the 
tradition among Hebrew qabalists, and one need only recall the 
horrors of a millennium of religious intolerance to realize that indis- 
cretion in spiritual matters is often bad for one’s health. 

Lévi’s Rituel appeared to boldly settle the question of the tarot 
keys once and for all. However, a close examination of his 
sequence of the keys vis-a-vis the Hebrew alphabet disclosed curi- 
ous inconsistences, and for students already familiar with funda- 
mental qabalistic texts such as the Sepher Yetzirah, — serious

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questions were raised. It appeared as if Lévi wrote a perfectly log- 
ical (and qabalistically correct) treatise, then simply threw the 
descriptive paragraphs slightly out of sequence. Such obvious 
devices led his contemporary readers to conclude that Lévi himself 
was a formal initiate and this was his way of revealing secrets with- 
out technically breaking his oaths. 

The late 1800s saw a proliferation of interest in all things 
occult. Magical and metaphysical societies sprang up throughout 
Europe and England, and obscure texts which had gathered dust 
for centuries were translated and published. Foremost among 
these were The Book of the Sacred Magic of Abra-Melin the Mage, 
the five books of the Lemegeton, and an entire body of work by the 
great 16th century English magus, Dr. John Dee. 

By 1900 the most influential magical society of the day, the 
Golden Dawn, had begun to disintegrate, and the publication of 
the order’s essential teachings in 1909 signaled the end of an age 
in which secret societies monopolized the inner spiritual teachings 
of the West. Nevertheless, today the secrets are still securely 
guarded; not by societies and oaths, but by the subtle profundity 
of the teachings themselves, and the unwillingness of all but the 
most tenacious students to devote even a little time and attention 
to the quest. It is indeed ironic that in an era when bookstore 
shelves overflow with the secret teachings of the ages, the secrets 
are more deeply hidden than ever.

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Introduction 
Why Another Tarot Deck? 


Next to the signs of the zodiac, the tarot cards are the most popular 
and recognizable symbols of the occult arts. The last twenty years 
have witnessed such a proliferation of new decks that many occult 
and “New Age” bookstores have literally had tg knock out walls to 
provide display space to accommodate the ever-expanding inven- 
tory of new decks and related books. Even mainstream book outlets 
have surprisingly large tarot sections. One can even receive a tarot 
reading anytime, day or night, from a wide variety of twenty-four 
hour telephone tarot readers who tout their services in slickly pro- 
duced television commercials. 

With such an explosion of interest in tarot one would think 
that scholarship on the subject would be at an all-time high. Curi- 
ously enough, for the most part this is not the case. With very few 
exceptions the new decks are simply novelty versions of the classic 
designs or else not tarot cards at all, but collections of images sig- 
nificant to a wide spectrum of disciplines, philosophies, or cul- 
tures. Such projects are a wonderful form of artistic expression 
and I hope that the popularity of medium never wanes. Neverthe- 
less, these products reveal little or nothing of the profound myster- 
ies concealed just below the surface in each of the 78 cards of the 
tarot—mysteries of the creation of the universe; mysteries of the 
human soul. An analogy would be if the Rosena Stone were 
famous only for its color and hardness. 

Fortune-telling can be fun, and I will not argue the fact that the 
tarot’s great popularity stems largely from its use as a parlor game. 
I confess that I have on more than one occasion attempted to liven

up a gathering by cracking out the tarot cards and telling the cred- 
ulous souls what they want to hear. Oddly enough I seldom know 
at the time that it is what they want to hear. Even in this cavalier 
application, the cards seem to focus natural psychic abilities. I 
have great respect for the abilities of a talented reader of tarot. 

But the cards are much more than 78 “buzz words” which can 
be shuffled and randomly chosen to answer specific questions. 
The tarot is a living mandala; a graphic, pictorial breakdown of 
the mechanics of creation. ' If the unfortunate implications of the- 
ology could be ignored, we could call the tarot the picture-book of 
the mind of God. There are other such divine picture-books. The 
64 hexagrams of the J Ching form an exquisite system that paral- 
lels the tarot in many respects. It is based upon the sublime princi- 
ples of the Tao Te Ching and is particularly suited to the subtleties 
of Eastern thought. 

The Hebrew Qabalah” forms the foundation upon which the 
Western Hermetic arts (astrology, tarot, geomancy, and the vari- 
ous branches of ceremonial magick) are constructed. The tarot is 
a visual representation of qabalistic fundamentals and is the com- 
mon denominator between the various Hermetic arts. One could 
even say the tarot is the DNA of the Qabalah. Properly decoded it 
reveals not only the mysteries of the Qabalah but also that of all 
other Qabalah-based systems. 


1. Let me assure the reader that my use of the word “creation” does not 
imply that I subscribe in any way to a belief in an anthropomorphic “cre- 
ator” or the absurd fairy tale that is the literal interpretation ofthe creation 
myth of Genesis. By using the words “creation” and “creator,” I am refer- 
ring only to the ongoing process of the involving /evolving universe and the 
transcendent force which drives that process. 

The Qabalah is not a book, but 
an art and science of spiritual discovery. There are many qabalistic texts 
and commentaries, but for the purpose of this book we will deal generally 
with the fundamentals ofthe two branches of Hebrew mysticism known as 
Maaseh_ Bereshith (History of Creation ), of which the Sepher Yetzirah 
(Book of Formations ) forms the centerpiece; and Masseh Merkabah (History 
of the Divine Throne or Chariot ). 
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The Tarot of Ceremonial Magick does not announce any new 
discoveries or revelations. All the information incorporated in the 
cards and discussed in this book has been available for years to the 
diligent student fortunate enough to posses an extensive occult 
library and the considerable time and direction necessary to corre- 
late, memorize, and digest the material. What I have simply done 
is to place pertinent data relating to astrology and the two most 
widely practiced varieties of Qabalah-based magick, (Enochian 
magick and Goetic evocation) upon the appropriate tarot cards 
themselves. This offers the opportunity for the student jo pain- 
lessly absorb large amounts of technical and symbolic information 
simply by working with the cards. 

As far as the images on the cards are concerned, I have not 
been so presumptuous as to stray too far from the traditional 
archetypes . The cards are unique, not because of the novelty of 
the artwork and images, but because of the traditional magical cols 
lateral material. It is not my intention to lure you away from any 
tarot deck you may currently prefer, but to help you understand 
the incalculable power and significance of whatever deck you may 
be using. 

While it is relatively easy to find someone who is knowledge- 
able concerning the occult arts, it is very rare indeed to meet 
someone who actually practices them. For the theorist, I am confi- 
dent that the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick will prove fascinating and 
informative ; but for practitioners of ceremonial magick, I have no 
doubt that it will be welcomed as a useful and formidable addition 
to their magical arsenal. 


CHAPTER ONE 


The Oabalistic Mandala 


R 


The traditional version of the Wheel of Fortune card displays four 
letters, TA R O placed upon the rim ofa great wheel. As the wheel 
turns we read the letters in a variety of orders and permutations 
including: OTAR (to purify oneself), ROTA (the wheel), AROT (vig- 
ilance), TORA (the Law), ORAT (awe), TROA (gate), ATOR (thou 
att), RATOT (vibration) 

A little imagination and a free afternoon with a Hebrew and 
Latin lexicon will render a dizzying array of other meanings and 
messages. My point is more fundamental. The tarot is a wheel, a 
mandala revealing the mechanics of creation. Each card has its 
place upon the great wheel, from the inscrutable Zero of the Fool 
to the dense materiality of the Ten of Disks. For our study we will 
move from the center of the wheel outwards; from the cosmic to 
the mundane. As we approach the rim of the wheel we will begin 
to recognize aspects of our own being and of the world around us. 
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Used with skill, the tarot allows us to observe this development so 
we may trace the hidden influences that underlie and support our 
world and our being. 

In order for the tarot to speak to us we must first learn its lan- 
guage—a language of numbers, of colors, of images. We must also 
try to understand the fundamentals of the spiritual discipline that 
created that language, the Holy Qabalah. 


ONE & FOUR—A RULE OF THUMB 


“And the Elohim created Ath-h-ADAM: in the image of 
the Elohim created They them; male and female created 
They them.” Genesis 1:27 


If we could for a moment put ourselves in the place of the early 
Hebrew mystics and view the above verse from the first book of 
Moses with the same holy awe as did they, we would begin our 
investigation of deity by first investigating ourselves. 

Even before birth, the child in the womb finds its thumb and 
recognizes this digit as a source of comfort and self nurturing. It is 
the thumb’s opposition to the other four fingers that first enabled 
the human hand to make tools, weapons, and fire. The hand dis- 
tinguishes primates and humankind from the rest of the animal 
kingdom and is an appropriate symbol of the dominion of the 
human race. For this reason it is safe to assume that the hand was 
a fundamental subject of speculation and meditation among the 
ancient qabalists. 

The qabalists teach that the Hebrew alphabet is the very tool of 
creation, taught by God to the angels and by the angels to Adam. 
The Hebrew word for hand is Yod * (YVD), the tenth letter of the 
Hebrew alphabet, and represents numerically the number ten. 
Interestingly enough the remaining twenty-one Hebrew letters are 
variations of the letter Yod. Yod could indeed be called the source 
of all the letters. 

Because the human hand has four fingers and one thumb 
which vivifies them (four ruled by a fifth), the ancient qabalists 
surmised that the “hand” of the Creator (the mechanics of the

involving/evolving universe) must be an absolute unity which 
manifests through a fourfold process. This formula is universal 
and permeates all levels of existence and consciousness. To 
express the mechanics of this very fundamental observation, the 
Hebrew mystics embodied the formula in the concept of single 
God with a four letter name, 717" IHVH. ! 


JEHOVAH IS A FOUR-LETTER WORD 


These four letters, 717°, are representative of four descending 
worlds through which the creative process is actualized: 

> Atziluth, the Archetypal World, is the highest and most per- 
fect of the four worlds. In Atziluth the male and female aspects of 
deity are united in bliss. The remaining three worlds are the prod- 
uct of this union, and continue to diminish in purity. Atziluth 
could be considered the will of deity in its purest aspect. 

‘| Briah is the Creative World in which the pure light of Atzi- 
luth begins to become organized. This is the throne and abode of 
the highest Angels and could be viewed as the heart of deity. 

1 Yetzirah is the World of Formation where the universal 
organization of Briah becomes specific and a hierarchy of Angels 
with individual duties is established; the mind of deity. 

iT (final) Assiah is the Material World, in which the impurities 
produced by the degeneration of the original light as it passes 
through the various worlds are crystalized to form the material 
world, nature, and human existence. 

The world of Assiah is also the abode ofthe qliphoth, the shells 
or receptacles which in the three higher worlds serve to hold the 
divine light as it descends, but after serving their purpose are cast 
down like burned-out light bulbs into Assiah. These shells, made 
up of the grosser elements of the three higher worlds, still contain

of God was intoned only once a year by the High Priest of Israel in the 
Holy of Holies. The correct pronunciation of this word remains the most 
closely guarded secret of esoteric Judaism. When reading from the Scrip- 
tures, pious Jews say instead the substitute name “Adonai.” 
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enough vivifying force to make them troublesome. Not spirits in 
the true sense of the term, these vessels aimlessly seek in vain to 
refill themselves with the living light. However, because in their 
new environment of Assiah the light does not exist in the rarified 
states as in the higher worlds, the qliphoth are cut off from the 
pure energy and become as it were wandering vacuums which 
seek to suck as much of the essence of the light as they can from 
the native inhabitants of Assiah (including humans). 

Armed with this understanding we can now see why the qli- 
photh manifest the averse qualities of their original homes in the 
three higher worlds. Thus, that which once held the pure essence 
of the unity of the universe (Kether) now manifests as Thaumiel 
(Twins of God); the harmony of the sixth Sephira Tiphareth 
becomes the qliphoth known as Thagirion (the Litigation). 

It must be remembered that the qliphoth are a natural and nec- 
essary part of the nature of deity as envisioned by the qabalists. 
Like the Titans of Greek mythology and the Giants of the Nibel- 
ungenlied, the qliphoth do the dirty work of building and support- 
ing the material world as we perceive it. They are dangerous to us 
only when ungoverned, unrecognized or ignored. In fact, much of 
what we ignorantly believe to be ourselves (i.e., our bodies, minds, 
personalities) can be considered qliphotic containers for the 
incomprehensibly subtle essence that is our true identity. 

The four qabalistic worlds also serve as the blueprints for the 
four parts of the human soul, known in the Qabalah as Chiah, the 
life force; Neschamah, the divine soul-intuition; Ruach, the intel- 
lect; and Nephesh, the animal soul. They are also exemplified in 
the four primal Elements of the antiquity, Fire, Water, Air, and 
Earth respectively. As we willsee, these worlds and these Elements 
are represented in the Tarot by the four suits, Wands-Fire- 
Atziluth; Cups-Water-Briah; Swords-Air-Yetzirah; and Disks- 
Earth-Assiah. This four-fold division is further extended within 
each Tarot suit and expressed in the Court Cards. The Knights? 


2. Titles of the Court Cards vary according to tradition and antiquity. 
They include: King, Queen, Knight and Page (or Squire); King, Queen, 
Prince and Princess. The Tarot of Ceremonial Magick uses the same titles 
as Crowley’s Thoth deck: Knight, Queen, Prince and Princess. 
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represent the fiery aspect of their respective suits, the Queens the 
watery, the Princes the airy, and the Princesses the earthy. But 
more on this later. 


TEN & TWENTY TWO 


The Thirty-Two Mysterious Paths of Wisdom 


It is a basic technique of the qabalist to search for hidden meanings 
of significant words and numbers by dissecting them and examin- 
ing their components. To delve deeper into the mysteries of four 
we discover that it is defined in more detail by other numbers: 


0 + (or —) 4 (indicating that four, and indeed all 
numbers, somehow came out of zero); 
1 + 3 (revealing the mystery that one can only 
be adequately defined by three correlatives); 
2+ 2 (suggesting that the initial act of creation was 
an act of reflection). 
Most interesting of all is to look at four as a progression of 0 + 1 
+ 2+ 3+ 4. Here we see four as a developmental process, and the 
resulting sum = 10= Yod(Hebrew for the “hand’’), the fundamental 
divine letter. Four conceals and defines ten and vice versa. 

Ten is obviously a very important qabalistic number. We will 
see it graphically expressed in the ten emanations (Sephiroth ) of 
the Tree of Life,” and in the Small Cards of the tarot, Ace 
through Ten, (a set of ten for each of the four suits). The Tree of 
Life is a map of the universe, and is the fundamental qabalistic 
diagram. It illustrates the tenfold process of the descent of God- 
head into matter (humanity), and the twenty-two step process of 
our return back. So important is the Tree of Life to our under- 
standing of the qabalistic principles of the tarot, that I will take just 
a moment to introduce the fundamentals of its construction. I 
hope the qabalistic purist willforgive the crudeness of the follow- 


ing anecdote.

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Imagine, if you can, the lonely predicament of the Absolute.* 


YD 
So perfect is the oneness of the Absolute that there isno way for It 
to examine Its own infinitude. Why It should desire to do so is 
beyond our comprehension, but tradition maintains that the 
impulse to create drives the One to seek self-examination. But how 
is this done? There is no “outside” of an infinite One. It cannot 
hold a mirror up and look at Itself. Yet It can reflect Itself by turn- 
ing Its attention inward in just the same way a yogi closes his eyes 
and turns his or her attention inward in meditation until conscious- 
ness reaches the perfect center of being. This perfect inward reflec- 


tion allows the One to recognize the conditions of Its oneness, but 
by doing so creates a second condition (One and Its reflection).

This realization of Selfinstantly brings with it a third condition, for 
no sooner does the Self realize what It is, it also realizes what It is 
not. In other words, we have the Self (1), the reflection, or Not- 
Self (2), and the knowledge they are not the same thing (3). 


4. We will ignore, for the purpose of this brief and extremely inadequate 
discussion, the abstract concepts of the three varieties of qabalistic “Noth- 
ing” from which the Absolute proceeded: Ain (Nothing), Ain Soph (With- 
out Limit), and Ain Soph Aur (Limitless Light). 


The Qabalistic Mandala i 


This may seem very abstract, but even the exoteric branches of the 
world’s great religions acknowledge in some way this threefold view 
of absolute unity. Brahma-Vishnu-Shiva; Father-Son-Holy Spirit, 
all echo the mechanics of this Supernal Triad. 

Now we must view the trinity of 1-2-3 as the primal unit. The 
same impulse that made 1 reflect to realize 2, now impels the 
Supernal Triad to do the same; 


and the same process that established 3 from 2 and 1, now is done 
with trinity units; 
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Finally the whole process attempts to repeat itself by the establish- 
ment ofa single unit (10); areflection of a reflection (9) of a reflec- 
tion (6) of the Absolute (1). 


This assembly of ten Sephiroth is joined by twenty-two paths, 
forming the complete diagram known as the Tree of Life. 
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The top Sephira° is called Kether, the Crown. Two is Chok- 
mah, Wisdom. Three is Binah, Understanding. Four is Chesed, 
Mercy. Five is Geburah, Strength. Six is Tiphareth, Beauty. Seven 
is Netzach, Victory. Eight is Hod, Splendor. Nine is Yesod, the 
Foundation. Ten is Malkuth, the Kingdom. 

Perhaps the most concise and profound elucidation of the 
above process was written by Aleister Crowley and included in his 
classic text on the tarot, The Book of Thoth.®

Each of the four qabalistic worlds is represented by its own Tree of 
Life through which flows the pure energy of the Absolute. Each 
Sephira, and each Tree of Life, receives the energy from the one 
above it and transmits it to the one below. The lower the power 


descends, the more diluted and polluted the energy becomes. The

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ten Sephiroth of Atziluth, for example, are very close to the source 
and are therefore very pure. They are the abodes of the ten aspects 
of Deity represented by the great Divine Names. These Divine 
Names rule the Archangels who reside in the next lower world, 
Briah, who in turn rule the Angels in the next lower world, Yetzirah, 
who in turn rule the planetary intelligences of the lowest world, 
Assiah. 

In the world of Assiah, Kether (1) is the Sphere of the Primum 
Mobile. Chokmah (2) is the Sphere of the Zodiac or fixed Stars. 
Binah (3) is the Sphere of Saturn; Chesed (4) is the Sphere of 
Jupiter; Geburah (5) is the Sphere of Mars; Tiphareth (6) is the 
Sphere of the Sun; Netzach (7) is the Sphere of Venus; Hod (8) is 
the Sphere of Mercury; Yesod (9) is the Sphere of the Moon; and 
Malkuth (10) is the Sphere of the Elements. I’ll talk more on the 
Tree of Life in the next chapter. 

Continuing our qabalistic examination of human body we of 
course observe a total of ten fingers and ten toes= 20. If we spell 
the Hebrew letter Yod in full (yvD) it enumerates to twenty,® 
reaffirming the direct relationship between ten and twenty. We 
can be certain that such coincidences did not go unnoticed by the 
qabalistic pioneers. 

Finally, between the ten fingers is another part of the human 
body which is instrumental in separating us from the beasts, the 
tongue—the organ of speech, and between the ten toes is found 
that which makes each of us a creative “god,” the penis or vagina. 
In all, twenty-two fundamental landmarks of the human body. 
Throughout our study of the tarot we willnot stray very far from 
Four, Ten, and Twenty-Two, for it is upon these numbers that 
the mandala of the tarot is built. It is these numbers that turn the 
great wheel.

CHAPTER TWO 


The Twenty-Two Trumpeo 


The 78 cards of the tarot are divided into four categories: 


¢ 22 Trumps 

« 4 Aces 

¢ 16 Court Cards 
¢ 36 Small Cards. 


It is no coincidence that there are twenty-two letters in the sacred 
Hebrew alphabet (affirming the qabalist’s awful respect for Genesis 
I:27), and these twenty-two letters are expressed in the tarot as the 
twenty-two Trumps. 'The common titles of the Trumps are: Fool, 
Magician, High Priestess, Empress, Emperor, Hierophant, Lovers, 
Chariot, Justice, Hermit, Wheel of Fortune, Strength, Hanged 
Man, Death, Temperance, Devil, Tower, Star, Moon, Sun, Judge- 
ment, and the World.” 

The Trumps each have their place upon the Tree of Life and 
serve as the paths which connect the ten Sephiroth. It is said that 
the universe was created by a lightning flash that descended the 
ten Sephiroth of the Tree of Life from top to bottom. The path of 
humanity’s return to Godhead, however, is by way of the twenty- 
two Paths, which start at the bottom and climb like a serpent up 
the Tree. 


1. The Trumps are often referred to as the Atus of Tahuti (“Houses” of 
the Egyptian God, Thoth ).

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THE 22 LETTERS OF 
THE HEBREW ALPHABET 


The Hebrew alphabet is divided into three categories; 

3 Mother letters (Alephs , Mem 4, Shin & ); 

7 Double letters (Beth 3, Gimel 3, Daleth 7, Kaph 5, Pe 4, 
Resh 1, and Tav f& ); and 

12 Simple letters (Heh 7, Vav i, Zain t, Cheth n, Teth m, Yod 
*, Lamed %, Nun 3, Samekh 0, Ayin ¥, Tzaddi ¥, and Qoph P. 

The division of the twenty-two letters into three-seven—twelve 
was not an arbitrary act by our qabalistic ancestors. It was based 
upon a simple yet profound attempt to reenact the creation of the 
dimensional universe. In a sense, this reeactment is the exact 
opposite of the above meditation by which we created the Tree of 
Life, yet the results are profoundly similar. Please bear with me for 
one more imaginary projection into the mind of God. 

Imagine, if you can, that you are the deity and you have not 
yet begun to create the universe. You are alone. There is no out- 
side of you. You are just you; the One; the Only; the Singularity. 
For some reason, perhaps out of boredom, you decide to create 
the universe. But because there is as yet no outside of you in 
which to do this, you must first give yourself some elbow room. 
And so you reach straight up and establish infinite HEIGHT. As 
you do this the dimension of Height is sealed and begins to 
expand in never-ending concentric wavelets.

Next you reach straight down and do the same thing with the infi- 
nite DEPTH. 
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Figure 3. Mother Letter 8 Aleph, represents the 
dimension of Height-Depth. 


The HEIGHT —DEPTH line is the first dimension and is represented 
by the first Mother letter of the sacred Hebrew alphabet, &, Aleph. 

Next you reach to the right? and seal the infinite SOUTH, then 
to the left and seal the infinite NORTH.

The SOUTH-—NORTH line is the second dimension and is repre- 
sented by the Mother letter, Shin. 


3. For reference we must assume you are facing some direction, so let’s 
say you are facing East. 
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Next you reach forward and seal the infinite EAST, then in 
back of you and seal the infinite WEST.

The EAST-WEST line is the third dimension and is represented by 
the Mother letter, Mem. 

Through these three sealed dimensions (the three Mother let- 
ters) all subsequent aspects of the Universe were created. Because 
the seals of Height-Depth, South—North, East-West are eternally 
expanding, they perpetually intersect and in doing so form a 
cube. 

The cube’s center and six faces are represented by the seven 
Double Letters of the Hebrew alphabet: Center— n Tav; Top —a 
Beth; Bottom —i Gimel; South —7 Resh; North —® Pe; East—7 
Daleth; West— > Kaph. 

The twelve edges of the cube are represented by the twelve 
Simple Letters: Northeast—7 Heh; Southeast— 1 Vav; East- 
above—?; Zain; East-below—mnm Cheth; North-above —® Teth; 
North-below —" Yod; Northwest —9 Lamed; Southwest —3 Nun;

The twenty-two Tarot Trumps are divided into the same three cat- 
egories as the Hebrew alphabet:

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The Trumps are above, and quite apart from, the other cards 
in the deck. They are representative of very fundamental cosmic 
principles which infinitely transcend their zodiacal, planetary, or 
elemental attributions. Each Trump exercises its unique nature 
from the highest heavens to the lowest abodes of the qliphoth and 
merit the highest level of spiritual respect. A majority of Trumps in 
a tarot reading generally indicates forces beyond the control of the 
questioner. 

In addition to the above elemental, planetary, and zodiacal 
information, the Trumps of the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick also 
display the magical seals of the geniis of the Domarum Mercuri 
(House of Mercury), found on the bottom left of each Trump; 
and the geniis of the Carcerorum Qliphoth (Prison of the Shells), 
displayed on the bottom right. These pairs of spirits were first 
revealed in 1912 in Aleister Crowley’s Liber Arcanorum tuv ATU 
tov TAHUTI QUAS VIDIT ASAR in AMENNTI Sub Figura CCXXAXI. 
Liber Carcerorum Twv QLIPHOTH cum suis Geniis. Adduntur Sigilla 
et Nomina Eorum? Very little is known about the circumstances 
under which Crowley received these symbols, but it is clear that 
they provide for the first time the names and sigils of spirits that 
are specifically unique to each of the twenty-two Atus or Tarot 
Trumps. Most notable to the Magician are the titles of the abodes 
of these gentis; the “House of Mercury” and the “Prison of Shells.” 
The former indicating each Trump’s representitive agent of trans- 
mission, the later providing the key which can “lock up” the trou- 
blesome or destructive opposition to that transmission. Together 
these symbols demonstrate the entire magical spectrum of influ- 
ence represented by the card—the genii of the Atu standing guard 
over the prison of the qliphoth.

CHAPTER THREE 


The Four Aceo 


After the Trumps, the remaining fifty-six cards are divided into 
four suits; Wands, Cups, Swords, and Disks. As mentioned earlier, 
these suits represent the four universal elements of Fire, Water, Air, 
and Earth respectively. 

There is a fifth element, Spirit, which serves two most impor- 
tant functions: 

(1) Spirit acts as a vibratory glue which bonds the other ele- 
ments together in infinite combinations and proportions to form 
the phenomenal universe. 

(2) Spirit also serves as the vibratory barrier between the 
bonded elements, keeping them separated just enough to assure 
their individual identity and purity. This active/passive nature 
makes Spirit the key element, for without Spirit all would be a 
chaotic soup. 

So pervasive is Spirit’s influence that it cannot be represented 
by a single tarot card or even a single suit. Instead, it reveals its 
presence and influence in the Aces and the Court Cards. This is 
exhibited perfectly in the Tablet of Union (Spirit Tablet) of the 
Enochian magical system of Dr. John Dee. As the Tarot of Cere- 
monial Magick incorporates a great deal of Enochian information 
on the cards, I will take a moment to review the basic principles of 
that system.' 


1. Further insights into Enochian magick can be obtained by viewing my 
video, Enochian Magick: The Art of Angelic Evolution (Claremont, CA:

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Between 1582 and 1589, the Elizabethan magus Dr. John Dee’ 
and his clairvoyant colleague, Edward Kelley, embarked upon 
one of the most remarkable magical adventures ever recorded.‘ It 
was Dee’s consuming passion to speak directly with divine angelic 
beings in the same manner as the biblical patriarch, Enoch (hence 
the term “Enochian’”). His motives were as much scientific as 
spiritual. He was, by all accounts, perhaps the most intelligent and 
knowledgeable man of his day. The world came to him for 
answers. Where then was he to turn for answers to the endless 
questions that haunted his insatiable curiosity, questions concern- 
ing life, science, nature and deity? To Dee it was only logical to 
attempt to access the very mind of God, and God’s communicat- 
ing angels, for more information and wisdom. 

In the course of their invocations and ceremonially-induced 
visions, Dee and Kelley contacted numerous spirits who gave 
remarkably detailed instructions concerning the construction of 
various magical implements and furniture. Most significantly, they 
were taught an angelic language by which the spirits could be 
more easily invoked. The details of how this language was com- 
municated are most complex, and have fascinated occult investiga- 
tors for over 400 years. Suffice to say in this place that it is a true 
language with grammar and syntax, and the visionary experiences 
that are the result of properly intoning the various angelic “Calls”

Dee took copious notes of the workings and much of the mate- 
rial has survived to this day. In the late 1800s Enochian magic 
became of special interest to S. L. MacGregor Mathers and the 
adepts of the Golden Dawn, who digested and synthesized much 
of the information and incorporated the Elemental and Athyric 
aspects of the system into the degree work of the Order. 

In Enochian magick, the elemental universe is represented by 
four large Elemental Tablets” (one each for Fire, Water, Air, and 
Earth) and a fifth tablet, (the Tablet of Union, or Spirit Tablet) 
which rules the other four in exactly the same way Spirit influ- 
ences the four elements. These tablets are made up of squares 
upon which letters are inscribed. The letters make up the names 
of numerous angelic beings who can be called up or visited by the 
magician. I will discuss the details of the Elemental Tablets in the 
chapter on the Court Cards. For the moment let us turn our atten- 
tion to the Spirit Tablet.

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The Spirit Tablet is made up of twenty lettered squares which 
reveal the primary names of the four great spirits of the elements. 
EXARP is the spirit of Air, who rules the entire Elemental Tablet of 
Air; HCOMA is the spirit of Water, who rules the entire Elemental 
Tablet of Water; NANTA is the spirit of Earth, who rules the entire 
Elemental Tablet of Earth; and BITOM is the spirit of Fire, who 
rules the entire Elemental Tablet of Fire. 

In keeping with the elemental formula, each square of the 
Spirit Tablet is divided into four sections. Because this is the Spirit 
Tablet, the top and bottom section of each square is attributed to 
Spirit &. The right section of each square is attributed to the ele- 
ment represented by each of the four horizontal Jines of the tablet 
(4- Air is found on the right section of each square of EXARP; 
7— Water on the right section of each square of HCOMA; Y- 
Earth on the right section of each square of NANTA; and A-— Fire 
on the right section of each square of BITOM). The left section of 
each square is attributed to the element represented by each of the 
five vertical columns of the tablet. 

As you can see, the EHNB column of the Spirit Tablet has the 
greatest ratio of Spirit sections. Each square is 34 Spirit and 1/4 
the element of its row. Consequently E is the master ruler of both 
EXARP and the Elemental Tablet of Air; H the master ruler of 
HCOMA and the Elemental Tablet of Water; N is the master ruler 
of both NANTA and the Elemental Tablet of Earth; and B is the 
master ruler of both BITOM and the Elemental Tablet of Fire. 

The four Aces of the Tarot serve the same purpose as the 
Spirit squares EHNB of the Enochian Spirit Tablet. In the 72 of 
Ceremonial Magick, each of the four Aces displays both the appli- 
cable Enochian square from the Spirit Tablet (found in the lower 
left-hand corner), and lettered version of the entire Elemental 
Tablet it rules (found in the upper left-hand corner).

ENOCHIAN TEMPLE OPENINGS 
AND CALLS—ELEMENTAL 


To ceremonially access the various Enochian angelic beings repre- 
sented by Aces, Court Cards, and Small Cards, the temple must be 
opened6 in the appropriate element, and specific Calls, recited in 
the Angelic language, must be intoned. The text which accompa- 
nies the illustration of each card will indicate which openings and 
Calls are appropriate. These temple openings and Calls are found 
in Appendix Three of this book along with other pertinent infor- 
mation. The reader is advised to read all the material carefully and 
outline the sequence of actions before commencing operations. 


ENOCHIAN CALLS— 
THE THIRTY ZTHYRS 


There isa second great branch of Enochian magick that does not 
deal directly with elemental workings but rather concerns itselfwith 
the Enochian view of the heavens. Surrounding the elemental uni- 
verse (represented by the four Elemental Tablets and the Tablet of 
Union) are thirty heavens or Atthyrs. The lowest Athyr is TEX and 
is closest to the elemental universe, and the highest is LIL and rep- 
resents the supreme attainment of the magician. The thirty 4thyrs 
roughly correspond in threes to the ten sephiroth of the Tree of 
Life, and are usually illustrated as thirty concentric circles sur- 
rounding the five tablets. A more accurate image would be of thirty 
transparent spheres, one inside another, like a glass onion. 


6. The temple openings are identified by the traditional Rosicrucian grade 
system. These degrees represent a progressive climb up the Tree of Life 
and are given the following designations: 1°=10° for the element of Earth; 
2°=9° for the element of Air; 3°=8° for the element of Water; and 4°=7° 
for the element of Fire. The first number thus represents the degree itself, 
and the second number represents the Sephira which that degree exempli- 
fies. 
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These Atthyrs can theoretically be accessed simply by ceremo- 
nially intoning the nineteenth Enochian Call.’ The magician, how- 
ever, can fully access only as far as his or her level of illumination 
will permit. Starting with the 30th Athyr and working up, almost 
everyone receives visions of the lower Athyrs. The magician will 
eventually come to a point where he or she is denied a vision of 
the next Athyr. By studying the records of his or her visions in 
previous sessions, the magician can get a very good idea of what 
obstacles remain in the way of spiritual advancement, and clues as 
to how to overcome these obstacles. Details of the A#thyric aspects 
of Enochian magick can be found in Appendix Three of this book. 


THE TATTWA SYMBOLS 


In addition to the Elemental Tablet and Spirit Tablet square, each 
Ace of the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick displays the Great Enochian 
Sigil of the element, found in the bonom center, and appropriate 
Hindu tattwa symbol, found on the lower right. The tattwa symbols 
have been used in the East for millennia as objects of concentration 
and meditation. Because of the purity of color and form of the 
tattwas, adepts of the Golden Dawn used them to astrally project 
into the various elements. The technique is very simple. The oper- 
ator begins by gazing intently at the appropriate tattwa symbol for 
several minutes. He or she then turns their gaze to a blank, neutral 
colored background. A polarized image of the symbol remains 
momentarily floating before the operator who then imagines enter- 
ing or projecting through the “ghost” image of the symboL This is 
a disarmingly simple yet effective technique which allows the dili- 
gent practitioner to tap directly into the very source of occult 
knowledge. I can think of no bener way to explore the true signifi- 
cance of the various cards. 

The symbols are as follows: Spirit-Akasa—a black egg; Fire— 
Tejas— a red triangle (point up); Water— Apas— a sliver crescent; 
Air— Vayu— a blue circle; Earth— Prithvi— a yellowsquare.

Aces are the Spirit representatives of their respective suits, so 
their tattwa symbols are composite; a black egg within a red trian- 
gle for the Ace of Wands; a black egg within a silver crescent for 
the Ace of Cups; a black egg within a blue circle for the Ace of 
Swords; and a black egg within a yellow square for the Ace 
of Disks. Composite tattwa symbols are also displayed upon each 
of the sixteen Court Cards. 


ASTROLOGICAL ATTRIBUTIONS 


The Aces are the primary representatives of their respective suits 
and elements; not the manifested elements themselves, but the 
spirit and seed of the elements. They are above and apart from the 
other Small Cards. They do not represent specific zodiac signs, 
degrees, or days of the year. Together with the four Princesses, the 
Aces rule quadrants of the heavens around the North Pole of the 
Earth. The meridian line intersects Giza and the elements rule in 
tHvyH order going Eastward as follows: Wands covering Asia, Cups 
the area of the Pacific, Swords the Americas, and Disks Europe and 
Africa.

CHAPTER FOUR 
The Stxteen Court Card¢ 


There are four Court Cards in each suit: Knight, Queen, Prince, 
and Princess. These are often used in tarot readings to represent 
actual people, but each of the Court Cards is also representative of 
a subdivision of one of the four elements. 

The Knights represent the Fire aspect of their suits; the 
Queens represent the Water aspect of their suits, the Princes rep- 
resent the Air aspect of their suits, and the Princesses represent 
the Earth aspect of their suits. 

As I mentioned in an earlier chapter, the sixteen Court Cards 
have a direct parallel in the Enochian system of magick. They rep- 
resent (and are represented by) the sixteen subangles (four per 
tablet) of the four Elemental Tablets.

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The positions of the four subangles are the same in all four 
Elemental Tablets; subangle of Air in the upper left; Water in the 
upper right; Earth in the lower left; and Fire in the lower right. 

Each of the sixteen Court Cards of the Tarot of Ceremonial 
Magick displays the appropriate subangle at the bottom center of 
the card. The elemental sections of each of the squares are colored 
according to the following scale: Air—Yellow; Water — Blue, 
Earth —Green; and Fire —Red. 

Each subangle contains thirty lettered squares which spell the 
names of a small hierarchy of angels. When invoking the angels of 
a subangle (Court Card), this hierarchy must be recognized and 
included in the wording of the conjuration. The appropriate tem- 
ple opening ceremonies, Enochian Calls and conjurations are pro- 
vided in their entirety in Appendix Three of this book. 

I have reproduced below the Air subangle of the Fire Tablet 
(Prince of Wands) to illustrate how the names of the various 
angels of the subangles are determined. If you refer often to this 
diagram while reading what follows, you should have no trouble 
understanding the angelic hierarchy.

Figure 10. Air Subangle of the Elemental Tablet of Fire (Prince of Wands). 
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Each subangle is ruled by two divine names found on the cal- 
vary cross which divides it into sections; the first divine name is a 
six letter name found on the central vertical column read from top 
to bottom. In the case of subangle Air of Fire, noalmr. The second 
name isused to compel the angel noalmr to obedience. This is the 
five letter name of the horizontal arms of the calvary cross, oloaG. ! 

Next in hierarchical order is the Kerubic angel of the subangle. 
The four letter name of this angel is found above the arms of the 
cross, dopa. 

The Kerubic angel rules the Four Lesser Angels found below 
the arms of the cross, OPmn, apsT, scio, and VasG.’ 

I now callthe reader’s attention to the individual squares of the 
subangle. Like all Enochian squares they are divided into four sec- 
tions. There is a simple (almost) explanation of why the various 
squares are allotted elements which I will briefly review before we 
move on. 

The Ten Squares of the Calvary Cross: The top section of 
each square of the calvary cross of every subangle is attributed to 
Spirit; the bottom section to a Sephira of the Tree of Life. The 
left section is always attributed to the element of the full tablet (in 
our example above, Fire), and the right section is attributed to the 
element represented by the subangle (in our example, Air). 

The Four Squares of the Kerubic Angel: The top section of 
each of the four Kerubic squares is attributed to the element of the 
full tablet (in this case Fire), and the bottom section is attributed 
to the element represented by the subangle (in this case Air). You 
will notice that the left and right sections ofa Kerubic square both 
represent the same element. In the case of our Air of Fire exam- 
ple: the right and left sections of the d square are both Air; the 
right and left sections of the o square are both Earth; the right and 
left sections of the P square are both Fire; and the right and left 


1. Spelling and capitalization of the various names on the Elemental Tab- 
lets varies considerably throughout the original Dee material. The Zarot of 
Ceremonial Magick utilizes the lettering from the “reformed” tablets which 
represent perhaps the latest revisions of the tablets given by the spirits to 
Dee and Kelley.

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sections of the a square are both Water. The order of the elements 
may change from subangle to subangle in conformity with a logi- 
cal permutation. But what doesn’t change is the fact that the order 
in which the elements appear in the squares of the Kerubic angel’s 
name determines elemental characteristics of the four columns and 
four rows found below the arms of the cross. These sixteen 
squares contain the four-letter names of the Lesser Angels. 

The Four Lesser Angels: Observe in Figure 10 (page 82) that 
the left section of each of the sixteen squares forming the names of 
the four lesser angels is always attributed to the element of the full 
Tablet, and the right section is alwaysattributed to the element repre- 
sented by the subangle. The elements of the top and bottom squares 
are determined by the pattern set by the order of the elements as they 
appear in the name of the Kerubic angel. In our example above, the 
order is (from left to right) Air, Earth, Fire, Water. Now view the 
sixteen squares of the lesserangels as four vertical columns: 


Each of these columns is ruled by the Kerubic Square which is 
directly above it and the arm of the cross. The d square is the Air 
square. Consequently all the top sections of OasV are attributed 
to Air; Ppea to Earth; msis to Fire; and nToG to Water. 

Now view the sixteen squares of the lesser angels as four hori- 
zontal rows. The bottom sections of each of these squares is simi- 
larly governed by the order of the Kerubic squares. Starting with 
the bottom name Vasg, the bottom sections are attributed to Air; 
scioto Earth; apsT to Fire; and OPmn to Water. 
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The angelic Calls necessary to activate the various tablets and 
call forth the Enochian spirits can be found in Appendix Three of 
this book along with the appropriate ceremonial temple openings. 

The above description may seem hopelessly confusing, especially 
to the novice. But I assure you it is much easier than it sounds. A 
good way to see how simple it reallyis, is to colorthe tablets found in 
Appendix Three. By doing so you willreadilysee the logicof the sys- 
tem and also be rewarded with a beautiful set of tablets. 

Within the structure of Enochian magick additional angel 
names can be determined by changing the order of the four letters 
making up the name of the Kerubic angel. These additional Ker- 
ubs in turn rule four lesser angels (below the arms of the cross) 
whose names are formed by rearranging the letters in the same 
order as those of the rearranged Kerub. 

Also, by prefixing the names of the Kerubic and lesser angels 
with appropriate letters from the Tablet of Union, the names of 
additional ruling angels can be determined. These angels could be 
thought of as archangelic in nature and positioned in conjurations 
after the divine names of the calvary cross in the Enochian hierar- 
chy. The rules governing these and other variations are complex, 
and considerable disagreement exists, even among the most 
knowledgeable experts on the matter, concerning exactly which 
letters from the Tablet of Union are the appropriate prefixes. 

Conversely, each subangle contains the triliteral names of four 
malevolent spirits or cacodaemones or who by tradition manifest 
the averse characteristics of their angelic neighbors [i.e., the six- 
teen Lesser Angels of the four subangles of Air (the four Prince 
Court Cards of the Tarot) are “skilled and effective in Medicine 
and the cure of sickness” but the cacodaemones of those same 
subangles bring sickness and disease]. Their names are formed by 
joining the two letters on the left side of the vertical column of the 
calvary cross with a specific letter from the Tablet of Union. 
Unlike the other aspects of Enochian magick, information con- 
cerning the appropriate uses for these spirits and details outlining 
safe techniques whereby they can be conjured and controled are 
conspicuously absent (or buried very deeply) in traditional Eno- 
chian literature. For the sake of completeness, I have listed their 
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names with the other relevant information about the Court Cards, 
but I do not suggest a program of magical experimentation with 
the cacodaemones without a great deal of preliminary research and 
a mature and profound understanding of the possible conse- 
quences. If you are truly interested in mastering the many aspects 
of Enochian magick, I encourage you to avail yourself of the many 
fine texts on the subject which are currently available, especially 
Elizabethan Magic? by Robert Turner (see Bibliography). 


ASTROLOGICAL ATTRIBUTIONS 
OF THE COURT CARDS 


The four Knights, Queens, and Princes’ each rule thirty degrees of 
the Zodiac—from 20° of one sign to 20° of the next. There are 
good reasons for this zodiacal mix of elemental signs in the charac- 
ter of the Court Cards. First of all the twelve signs of the zodiac are 
already represented in the tarot by twelve Trumps: Emperor, 
Hierophant, Lovers, Chariot, Lust, Hermit, Justice, Death, Art, 
Devil, Star, and Moon. Secondly, it is the nature of the elements to 
combine with other elements. Elemental creation is by nature a 
churning process. By including ten degrees of the previous sign in 
their composition, the Knights, Queens, and Princes more accu- 
rately reflect the elemental facts of nature. In keeping with the con- 
cept of churning, it is the Queen of each suit, not the Knight, which 
represents the cardinal aspect of the element’s nature. This is why 
we find the Queens to be the predominant rulers of the cardinal 
signs of the zodiac. 

This information and the approximate days of the year covered 
by these thirty-degree periods is displayed in the upper right sec- 
tion of each of the Court Cards of the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick. 
Using this information, the Significator in a tarot reading can be 
determined by the questioner’s birthday, and other individuals rel- 
evant to the reading can be similarly identified.>

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I CHING HEXAGRAMS 


The I Ching (Chinese Book of Changes) has been called the Qabalah 
of the East. The Tarot of Ceremonial Magick does not presume to act 
as a replacement to this venerable work and divinatory tool, but there 
are certain areas where the Qabalah and J Ching clearly coincide. 

There are sixty-four hexagrams in the J Ching. (A hexagram is 
a figure made up of six lines, either broken [Yin— female] or 
unbroken [Yang — male]). Each Hexagram is made up of two tri- 
grams (figures made up of three lines, either broken or unbroken). 
There are eight such trigrams representing Male, Female, Sun, 
Moon, Fire, Water, Air, and Earth. Of these, the four elemental 
trigrams perfectly parallel the four elements of the tarot.

When combined to form hexagrams (Fire of Fire, Water of Fire, 
Earth of Air, etc.) the resulting sixteen figures perfectly match the 
elemental characteristics of the sixteen Court Cards. These 
hexagrams can be found on the upper left of each of the Court 
Cards and their titles and brief divinatory meanings can be found in 
the text following the illustration of each Court Card. As itis some- 
times difficult t) interpret the meanings of the Court Cards in a 
tarot reading it can be very helpful to consult the corresponding I 
Ching hexagram for greater insight. For a more in-depth under- 
standing of the J Ching, I encourage you to obtain one of the many 
fine translations of the text currently available, and refer to it often 
in conjunction with your use of the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick.

CHAPTER FIVE 


The Thirty-Stx Small Cards 


Now we move to the very rim of the great wheel of the tarot. The 
remaining thirty-six cards are the Twos through Tens of the four 
suits. These cards, with titles like LOVE, SORROW, ABUNDANCE, 
DEFEAT, WEALTH , are often the most helpful in tarot readings 
because they appear to deal directly with the mundane matters of 
love, health, business and the immediate future. While not ignoring 
the efficacy of the Small Cards as divinatory tools, the Tarot of 
Ceremonial Magick also uncovers a treasure-house of hidden infor- 
mation that can be of invaluable aid to the student and practitioner 
of magick. But before we dig for those treasures we should answer 
some very fundamental questions: 

Why are the Small Cards titled the way they are? Why is the 
Two of Cups called LOVE and the Three of Swords called 
SORROW? Or why is the Five of Wands STRIFE but the Six of 
Wands VICTORY? Were these titles and attributes arbitrarily cre- 
ated? Are they purely traditional? There is an answer. 

The titles and meanings of the thirty-six Small Cards are 
determined by three hermetic variables. The first two are 
astrological and the third purely qabalistic. 

Hang on. Its easier than you think! 


Variable #1. Zodiacal attribution. 
Each of the thirty-six Small Cards represents ten degrees (one 
decan ) of the zodiac . In groups of threes, the nine Wands represent 
the fire signs (Aries, Leo, Sagittarius ), the nine Cups represent the 
water signs (Cancer, Scorpio, Pisces), the nine Swords represent 
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Figure 12. The great astrological wheel of the tarot; 
the completed qabalistic mandala. 
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the air signs (Libra, Aquarius, Gemini ), the nine Disks represent 
the earth signs (Capricorn, Taurus , Virgo ). 

Twos, Threes, and Fours represent the Cardinal Signs: Aries- 
Fire, Cancer— Water , Libra— Air , Capricorn— Earth. 

Fives, Sixes, and Sevens represent the Fixed Signs: Leo— Fire, 
Scorpio— Water , Aquarius— Air, Taurus— Earth. 

Eights, Nines, and Tens’ represent the Mutable Signs: 
Sagittartus-Fire, Pisces— Water, Gemini—Air, Virgo—Earth. 

The exact degrees and the approximate days of the year that 
these cards represent are displayed in the upper right section of 
each of the Small Card sof the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick. Starting 
at 0° Aries and placed in the following order, the entire year is chro- 
nologically represented in perfect order: 


2-34. of Wands— _ Aries Cardinal Fire 
5-6-7 of Disks— Taurus Fixed Earth 
8-9-10 of Swords— Gemini Mutable Air 
2-3-4 of Cups— Cancer Cardinal Water

The reader is encouraged to lay out a great counter-clockwise 
circle using the Small Cards arranged in the above order. Then 
place the Knights, Queens, and Princes next to the three Small 
Cards which together represent the same degrees and days of the 
year. In this way it is easy to see how the Court Cards rule the var- 
ious Small Cards. Now place the Princesses and their respective 
Aces together in a cross or square in the center of your circle. Look- 
ing down at this figure it is as though you are looking down upon 
the North Pole of the Earth, and the great circle of cards girdling 
the equator represents the belt of the zodiac (figure 12). 
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Variable #2. Planetary attribution. 

In addition to a zodiacal attribution, a planet has been allocated to 
each of the thirty-six Small Cards. Beginning with the 5 of Wands 
(0° Leo, the traditional Chaldean start of the year), and moving by 
decans through the year, the planets are assigned in the following 
qabalistic order: Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Sun, Venus, Mercury, 
Moon. ! This pattern is repeated until all thirty-six decans have 
been assigned a planet. ” 

The planetary/ zodiacal information is displayed in two areas of 
each of the Small Cards of the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick; under- 
neath the title at bottom center, and upon the Enochian square 
taken from the Grand Cross portion of the Elemental Tablets. 
This square isdisplayed in the upper left of each Small Card. 

Now we have named the first two variables in determining the 
title and characteristic of a Small Card. With this information 
alone we can already tell a great deal about it. The Two of Wands, 
DOMINION, for example, has the astrological attribution of Mars 
in the very compatible Sign of Aries (Mars rules Aries). The qual- 
ities of Dominion are expressed nicely by Mars in Aries, but there 
is one more variable to be considered before the true characteristic 
of a Small Card can be determined—the number and suit of the 
card. 


1. Sephiroth 3 through 9 on the Tree of Life have the following planetary 
attributions: 3—Saturn, 4—Jupiter, 5—Mars, 6—-Sun , 7—Venus, 8- 
Mercury, and 9—Moon. This order is followed in allocating planets to the 
thirty-six Small Cards. 

2. As there are seven planets and thirty-six decans, the ancient astrologers 
were faced with one left-over decan. This they corrected (you knew they 
would) by repeating an assignment of Mars to both the last decan of winter 
(20°- 30° Pisces, 10 of Cups), and the first decan of spring (0° —10° Aries, 
2 of Wands. In this way they acknowledged an extra dose of the fiery 
energy of Mars which is needed to overcome winter’s inertia and help usher 
in the spring. 
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Variable #3. Position on the Tree of Life. 


We recall that there are four qabalistic worlds, each representing a 
letter in the divine Name IHVH. Each of these worlds is represented 
by a tarot suit, and each world contains its own Tree of Life. Each 
Sephira of the four descending worlds has its own traditional cor- 
respondences and attributes. These characteristics along with the 
astrological attributes of each Small Card are weighed to determine 
the overall nature and title of each Small Card. 

Examples: Five of Wands, STRIFE. Saturn (planet of restric- 
tion) in Leo (sign of power and fiery energy ) the Sth Sephira 
(Geburah, Sephira sometimes called Pachad— Terror )=Strife. 

Six of Wands, VICTORY. jupiter (beneficent planet of fortune, 
expansion, and order) in Leo (sign of power and fiery energy ) in 
the 6th Sephira (Tiphareth, Sephira of beauty, and supreme 
balance )= Victory. 

Five of Disks, MATERIAL TROUBLE. Mercury (planet of swift, 
intellectual energy ) in Taurus (the heavy, slow, fixed sign of earth; 
the very opposite type of energy of Mercury ) in the 5th Sephira 
(Geburah, see above )= Material Trouble. 

Each of the Small Cards can thus be worked out by consider- 
ing the three variables as we have done above. 


THE ANGELS OF 


THE SHEMHAMPHORASH 

The seventy-two angels of the Shemhamphorash (divided name of 
God) are the traditional qabalistic rulers of the thirty-six Small 
Cards. Assigned in pairs to each Small Card , they each represent 
five degrees of their host decan. These angels can be called upon 
to bestow greater insight upon the inner meanings of each card, or 
can be evoked to manifest the energy represented by the cards. 
Their names are found just above the Goetic seals on the lower 
right and left of the cards. The angel on the left rules the first five 
degrees of the decan, the one on the right the next five degrees. 
How these names were obtained is an interesting story, and very 
illustrative of qabalistic logic. 
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It seems that sometime in the distant yet undetermined past, a 
student of the qabalah had undertaken the task of counting the let- 
ters in each verse of the Hebrew scriptures and recording his find- 
ings. (I can only assume this task was some form of monastic 
punishment.) Nevertheless it was discovered that verses 19, 20, 
and 21 of the 14th chapter of Exodus? each contained seventy-two 
Hebrew letters. Assuming this phenomenon to be a divine revela- 
tion, the qabalists wrote the verses out in three lines in the follow- 
ing manner: Verse 19 was written normally (right to left). Directly 
beneath this they did the same with verse 20, only this verse they 
wrote out from left to right. Finally verse 21 was placed beneath 
verse 20 written from right to left. When read in vertical columns 
they discovered seventy-two three-letter words. It was decided that 
this whole assembly was the seventy-two fold name of God. To 
exercise the Divine Will each of these seventy-two aspects of God 
needed an angel to act is Its vehicle of expression. To determine 
the names of these angels the angelic suffixes of IH or AL were 
added to each of the seventy-two names of God. The result 
became the seventy-two angels of the Shemhamphorash, the 
divided name of God. 

These angels are assigned in pairs to the thirty-six decans of 
the zodiac and the thirty-six Small Cards of the tarot, beginning 
with the 5 of Wands—0° Leo (again, the Chaldean start of the 
year). The names as they appear on the Small Cards of the Tarot 
of Ceremonial Magick are not the exact transliterations from 
Hebrew 1 English, but are traditional phonetic equivalents. 


3. (v. 19) And the angel of God, who went before the camp of Israel, moved 
and went behind them; and the pillar of the cloud moved from before them and 
stood behind them: (v. 20) And it came between the anny of the Egyptians and 
the camp of Israel; and it was cloudy and dark all the night, but it gave light 
all the night to the children of Israel, so that they could not draw near one to 
another all the night. (v. 21) And Moses Izfted up his hand over the sea; and 
the Lord caused the sea to go back by a strong east wind all that night and made 
the sea dry land, and the waters were divided. 
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THE SEVENTY-TWO 
SPIRITS OF THE GOETIA 


Along with the Enochian information, the inclusion of the seventy- 
two spirits of the Goetiq on the thirty-six Small Cards is perhaps 
the most significant feature of the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick. 
Never before have the correct attributions of these spirits been 
incorporated into a deck of Tarot cards. This information has been 
drawn from Aleister Crowley’s qabalistic masterpiece, 777 [cols. 
155-166]. * 

Goetic evocation is one of the most popular and widely prac- 
ticed forms of Western ceremonial magick. The technique is clas- 
sic; the magician stands within a magical circle protected by divine 
names. By means of pure will (and an appeal to higher spiritual 
powers), the magician evokes the spirit into a triangle outside of 
the circle. The magician then “charges” the spirit to perform some 
task which by tradition the spirit is known to be capable of per- 
forming. A more complete essay concerning Goetic evocation is 
found in Appendix Four of this book. 

The seventy-two spirits of the Goetia? are taken from the first 
book of the Lemegeton, commonly called The Lesser Key of 
Solomon, and represent forces which in antiquity were considered 
“fallen angels.” The modern magician, however, does not view 
these spirits in the same sinister light. Rather, they represent 
imbalanced and heretofore uncontrolled aspects of the magician 
him/herself, which, if properly called forth, controlled and 
directed, can be of immeasurable benefit, especially in mundane 
and material matters.

5. Goetia was originallya Greek word for sorcery or witchcraft (yoErEia). 
A related word goeles means “a wailer” and perhaps alludes to the long tra- 
dition of the sanctity of “barbarous names of evocation” extending back to 
classical times. 
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Like the seventy-two angels of the Shemhamphorash, _ the spir- 
its of the Goetia are assigned to the thirty-six Small Cards in pairs, 
but unlike the angels of the Shemhamphorash — each pair of Goetic 
spirits represents the entire ten degrees of their decan; one for the 
day (found on the lower left of each Small Card) and one for the 
night (found on the lower right.) Their names surround their seals 
are read by starting with the top letter and reading clockwise. 

It should be pointed out that the attributes and correspon- 
dences of the Small Cards do not define the characteristics of the 
spirits of the Goetia or vice versa. The spirit Orobas, for example, 
is attributed to the night-time hours of the first ten degrees of 
Libra, and this period is represented in the tarot by the Two of 
Swords, PEACE RESTORED. This does not necessarily mean, how- 
ever, that Orobas is characterized by the concept of PEACE 
RESTORED, or that Orobas can only be evoked between September 
23 and October 2. It all depends on the question and how the 
cards are being utilized. 

For example, let's say you have an appointment for an impor- 
tant job interview on the morning of August 12 and wish to know 
what to expect and what your basic attitude should be with the 
interviewer. You give yourself a simple tarot reading and receive 
the Two of Swords as your final card. This indicates the interview 
will most likely go well if you stress your ability to work well with 
others and avoid appearing disruptive or controversial. 

Or ... on the night before your interview you wish to evoke a 
spirit of the Goetia to be your magical side-kick at the interview. 
You give yourself a tarot reading to determine which spirit would 
be appropriate for such a task and come up with the Two of 
Swords. © Of the two Goetic spirits on the card, Orobas seems the 


most appropriate, and so and so you evoke Orobas and carry his 
charged sigil with you to the interview. 


6. If your answer is represented by a Trump, a Mercurial or Qliphothic 
Spirit is appropriate; an Ace or Court Card, an Enochian spirit. 
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Or ... let's say that you have the same question but you also 
have control over the date your job interview will take place. This 
time the Two of Swords would not only give you the proper _atti- 
tude but also the appropriate spirit and the date of the interview. 


THE ENOCHIAN SQUARE 
FROM THE GRAND CROSS 
OF THE ELEMENTAL TABLETS 


In the upper left-hand corner of each of the Small Cards is found 
a single Enochian Square. This square is taken from the Grand 
Cross section of each of the four Elemental Tablets. The Grand 
Cross is made up thirty-six squares arranged in two vertical col- 
umns intersected at their centers by one horizontal row. It is the 
Grand Cross which divides each Elemental Tablet into four sub- 
sections or “subangles.” 

The Grand Cross contains the names of seven very important 
angels in the Enochian system, the planetary Seniors. These 
angels, whose names must never be omitted in invocations of the 
Elemental Tablets, are located in the same positions on all four 
Tablets. 

Each Grand Cross square displayed on the Small Cards 
includes the zodiacal and planetary attributes which characterize 
the Small Cards. There is no letter in the square as it appears on 
the card because this square occupies a different position in each 
of the four Elemental Tablets. 

Example: The Two of Swords (first decan of Libra, Moon in 
Libra) is “N” on the Fire Tablet, “Z” on the Water Tablet, “f’ on 
the Air Tablet, and “i” on the Eanh Tablet. 

The following tables show how the thirty-six Small Cards are 
placed on the four Elemental Tablets. By comparing these dia- 
grams with the lettering on the tablets as they appear on the four 
Aces of the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick the appropriate letter for 
each element can be determined.

CHAPTER SIx 


Tarot Divination 


The key to an accurate answer in a tarot reading does not lie in the 
cards but inthe question. Let’s say that, as the result of some won- 
derful cosmic accident, you found yourself in the presence of an 
all-knowing angel who was willing to give you one accurate and 
detailed answer to any specific question you might have. What 
would you ask? Would you ask if there is romance on the horizon? 
Would you ask which team is going to win the World Series? 
Would you ask if Lee Harvey Oswald was the lone assassin of Pres- 
ident Kennedy? Probably not. If you are like most people you 
would most likelybe paralyzed by indecision, not wishing to waste 
such a profound gift on a frivolous or mundane question. 

Let’s assume, though, that after deep thought and meditation, 
you do arrive at a question that burns at your very soul; a question 
that distills the mysteries of a thousand other questions; a question 
that, if answered and understood, would mean both your intellec- 
tual enlightenment and your spiritual liberation. You take the 
question to the angel and you ask it. In response the angel opens 
the Great Book of Answers, but instead of reading from it, the 
angel flips through the great book and rips out pages here and 
there and tosses them at your feet. “The answer at last!” you say 
to yourself as you gather up the pages from the Great Book of 
Answers. But upon examination you discover that the various 
pages are filled with curious pictures, graphs and images which do 
not make any sense to you. Still, you are confident that the angel 
has answered truthfully, and you remain steadfast in your convic- 
tion that your answer lies in the scattered images. So you sit down 
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and carefully examine every detail of the torn pages, the order in 
which they were chosen, and their relative position to one another. 
Finally, after a period of struggle with the demons of ego and 
wishful thinking, you stop looking for the answer to the question 
and start examining your real reasons for asking the question in 
the first place. Is your question prompted by some anxiety you are 
experiencing? If so, what is the source of that anxiety...a person 
... your environment ... personal fears... real or imagined shortcom- 
ings in your character or personality? Eventually it becomes clear 
that your question is really a complex weave of interrelated ques- 
tions, each ready to bare its secrets, but only if you are truly will- 
ing to face the truth. 

Now the angel’s message takes on new dimensions; hidden 
motives are brought to light, and unrecognized avenues of possi- 
bilities appear. From this profoundly wider perspective the mean- 
ings of the scattered symbols become quite clear. 

The point I am trying to make with the above story probably 
can be distilled into the following: If you are willingto be painfully 
honest with yourself when formulating the question, then, in the 
truest sense, you have already received your answer. Any subse- 
quent observed phenomena—physical, mental, or psychic—can 
serve as the vehicle of communication of that answer. Tea leaves, 
pyromancy, coin flipping, bibliomancy, observing the flight of 
birds, the shape of melted wax when poured into cold water, or 
anything else can provide the answer if you are truly prepared to 
receive it. Traditional wisdom, however, suggests that it is easier 
to perceive the truth within a perfect, or near perfect, medium. 
The imner workings of the ever-changing universe are mirrored 
perfectly in the sixty-four hexagrams of the J Ching, making it one 
of the oldest and most revered forms of divination in the world. 
The Holy Qabalah presents another pure representation of the 
cosmos in the form of the seventy-eight cards of the tarot. 


THE SIGNIFICATOR 


Before beginning it is necessary to choose the Significator. The Sig- 
nificator is a card, usually a Court Card, that is used to represent 
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you or the questioner. In the Tarot of Ceremonial Magick it can be 
the Court Card or Small Card that represents the birthday of the 
questioner. 


THE INVOCATION 


Prior to any divinatory operation it is important to take a moment 
to attune yourself and the questioner to the great intelligences with 
whom you wish to communicate. The adepts of the Golden Dawn 
created a brief yet effective invocation of these universal agencies 
which we quote below: Take the cards in your left hand. With the 
right hand, hold the wand over them (or simply hold the right hand 
over them) and say: 


I invoke thee, IAO, that thou wilt send HRU, the great 
Angel that is set over the operations of this secret Wisdom, 
to lay his hand invisibly upon these consecrated cards of 
art, that thereby we may obtain true knowledge of hidden 
things to the glory of thine ineffable Name. Amen. 


THE SHUFFLE AND CUT 


Shuffle the cards thoroughly for one to two minutes, while calmly 
concentrating on the question. Then set the deck face down upon 
the table and cut them into two piles (or have the questioner cut 
them). Place the bottom pile on top. 

Turn the entire deck face up on the table. Carefully fan the 
cards out from left to right in a large horseshoe. Without disturb- 
ing the order of the cards locate the Significator. Being careful to 
keep the cards in order, take the Significator and all the cards to 
its right to form a stack. (While this stack is still face up, the Sig- 
nificator should be the bottom card.) Now, again being careful to 
keep the cards in order, restack the left portion of the horseshoe 
and place it face up upon the right stack. Now turn the whole 
deck face down. (The Significator should now be the first card 
you turn over in the reading. ) 

There are literallythousands of ways to “read” the tarot cards. 
The spread we present below is among the simplest to master. 
The important thing to remember is to be consistent. Once you 
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find a spread that you are comfortable with, stick with it. The effi- 
cacy of your readings will only be diluted if you constantly change 
spreads. 


THE CELTIC CROSS SPREAD

Pick the Significator and lay it face up with no comment. The next 
card in the deck will be the first card (1) of the reading. Turn it 
over, lay it upon the Significator and say: “This card covers you 
and represents the general influences that surround the situation.” 

Turn over the second card and lay it across the first (position 2 
in the diagram), saying: “This card crosses you and shows the 
opposing forces, whether for good or for ill.” 
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Turn over the third card and place it above the first card, say- 
ing: “This crowns you and represents your conscious thoughts in 
the Matter. ” 

Turn over the fourth card and place it below the first card, 
saying: “This card shows your unconscious thoughts in_ the 
matter. ” 

Tur over the fifth card and place it to the left of the first card, 
saying: “This is behind you and represents the influences that 
have just passed or that are now passing away.” 

Turn over the sixth card and place it to the right of the first 
card, saying: “This is before you and shows the influences that 
will be operating in the near future.” 

Turn over the seventh card and place it to the far right of the 
fourth card (see diagram), saying: “This card represents yourself.” 

Turn over the eighth card and place it directly above the sev- 
enth, saying: “This shows your environment .” 

Turn over the ninth card and place it directly above the eighth, 
saying: “This card represents your hopes and fears in the matter.” 

Turn over the tenth and final card and place it directly above 
the ninth, saying: “This card tells the final outcome of the matter, 
the total result of all the influences exerted by the other cards.” 

It is also very helpful to make general observations: 

A majority of Trumps indicates forces beyond the control of 
the questioner. 

A majority of Wands indicates energy, opposition or a quarrel. 

A majority of Cups indicates pleasure, merriment or romance. 

A majority of Swords indicates trouble, sadness, illness or 
death. 

A majority of Disks indicates business, money, and material 
possessions. 

A majority of Court Cards indicates social gatherings, societies 


or meetings. 
4 Aces indicate great power and force. 3 Aces indicate success 


and riches. 
4 Knights indicate swift moving events. 3 Knights indicate 


news or unexpected meetings. 
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4 Queens indicate authority and influence. 3 Queens indicate 
friends in high places.

APPENDIX TWO 


Rituals of the 
Pentagram ano Hexagram 


Prior to any magical operation it is wise to ceremonially banish the 
working area. This can be as simple or elaborate as the magician 
sees fit. I have included below a version of the Lesser Banishing 
Ritual of the Pentagram and encourage anyone intending {to do 
Enochian or Goetic magick never to omit its performance both 
before gnd after working. 

Following the Pentagram Ritual I have also included a version 
of the Ritual of the Hexagram. The Hexagram operates on the 
macrocosmic /planetary plane in the same way the Pentagram 
operates on the microcosmic /elemental plane. If it is your inten- 
tion to invoke any of the planetary Seniors of the Elemental Tab- 
lets, it is necessary to perform the invoking ritual of the Senior’s 
planet by means of the invoking Ritual of the Hexagram. This is 
done after the Lesser Ritual of the Pentagram, but before the 
temple opening. 


THE LESSER BANISHING RITUAL 
OF THE PENTAGRAM 


(The Qabalistic Cross )! 
Facing East, touch your forehead and say “Ateh” (ah-teh ).? 


1. The Qabalistic Cross places the three pillars of the Tree of Life upon 
the body of the magician. It affirms the magician’s identity as a micro- 
cosmic representation of the macrocosm, and announces that fact to the 
magical world. 
2. “To Thee.” 
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Touch your heart and say “Malkuth” (mal-kooth ).? 

Touch your right shoulder and say “Ve-Geburah”  (veh-gee- 
boo-rah_ ).4

APPENDIX THREE 
Temple Openings 
and Enochian Calls (Elemental) 


I encourage the reader before embarking upon Enochian magick, 
to first outline a simple program of elemental workings; perhaps 

dedicating several months to the exploration of one Elemental Tab- 

let, or working exclusively with Seniors. Keep detailed notes of all 
your operations, and try not to be influenced by experiences of 
other magicians. Enochian magick is not performed by surrender- 

ing to the guided imagery of another magician’s visions. I am very 
disappointed at recent attempts to establish an Enochian orthodoxy 
which presumes to dictate to the reader what he or she should “see” 
in their visions. 

An English translation of the Enochian follows each Call. How- 
ever, in my opinion, the Calls should be intoned in the Enochian 
language. It is my firm contention that the spirits who went to the 
great effort to dictate the Enochian language to Dee and Kelley 
did not do so just to hear themselves talk, and that the efficacy of 
the operation hinges upon the vibrations established by the sounds 
of the Enochian words. It has been my experience that Enochian 
spirits respond to nearly any effort to pronounce the language. 
Some of the most remarkable skrying sessions I have ever partici- 
pated in have followed what I considered to be horribly butchered 
renditions of the Calls. 

The Golden Dawn developed a pronunciation technique 
whereby the next following Hebrew vowel sound was inserted 
after every Enochian consonant. e.g. ah after d (daleth), eh after 6 
(beth), ey after p (pe). etc. The Calls as they appear in Golden 
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Dawn material, and in Crowley’s classic, “Liber Chanokh,”! use 
this style. While this form of pronunciation is not ineffective, one 
need only turn to the original Dee material as it appears in A True 
& Faithful Relation,” to see that the communicating angels gave no 
such pronunciation advice; on the contrary, Dee’s notes indicate 
that the words are to be sounded out pretty much as they are writ- 
ten. The versions of the Calls as they appear below are a letter-for- 
letter translation of the Calls as they were dictated to Dee and 
Kelley and do not presume to offer any theoretical pronunciation. 

After the magician banishes, opens the temple, and intones the 
appropriate Call or Calls, all that remains is to invoke the individ- 
ual spirit. To properly do this the names of all the members of the 
ruling hierarchy must be called out. The lower the spirit is on the 
hierarchical scale, the more superiors it has. 

The temple openings as written below invoke the top of the 
hierarchy, Three Holy Names of God and the Great Elemental 
King of the Tablet. After the specific temple opening it is not nec- 
essary to repeat these names in the subsequent conjuration. 

For a spirit from the Tablet of Union; only the name of the 
spirit invoked is required in the conjuration. 

For a Senior from an Elemental Tablet: only the name of the 
Senior invoked is required in the conjuration. 

For a Kerubic angel from a subangle of an Elemental Tablet: 
the names of all six Seniors, and the two divine names of the cal- 
vary cross of the subangle are all required in the conjuration. 

For a Lesser Angel of a subangle of an Elemental Tablet: the 
names of all six Seniors, the two divine names of the calvary cross

At the very least I suggest the performance of 
the Lesser Banishing Ritual of the Pentagram before and after the 
skrying session. 
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Each Athyr is inhabited by three!* Governors who personify 
their environment and serve as guides and counselors. After inton- 
ing the Call, vibrate the name of each Governor one at a time. 
Test any beings who appear in your vision with the names of the 
governors. If they appear to grow stronger or clearer when you 
repeat the name, then it is likely you have your Governor. If, on 
the other hand, they appear frightened or repelled by the name, 
then it is likely that another entity has strayed into your vision and 
must be ordered out. Do not be frightened if any of the visions or 
entities at first appear somewhat terrifying. Maintain an attitude of 
dispassionate curiosity and always keep your cool. 

There will come a juncture in your AAthyric workings where 
you will cease to receive a vision of the AEthyr. This most likely 
will be because you have reached a point beyond your initiatory 
level. In this case, you may look for the key to your spiritual 
advancement in the last Athyr you could successfully access. 
Obviously this could be a lifetime (or longer) endeavor. The 
important thing is to keep a truthful record of all your experiences 
so you can periodically review and reevaluate your magical 
progress.

Goetic Evocation 


The trappings of Goetic evocation resemble a Christopher Lee 
Gothic horror film. The magician stands inside a magical circle, 
protected by the names of God, archangels, angels, and other qaba- 
listic words of power. By a combination of powerful (yet eloquent) 
exorcisms, and terrifyingly incomprehensible barbarous words of 
evocation, the magician calls forth a demon from the pits of hell 
and traps it in a magical triangle. There it reluctantly waits to hear 
its master’s instructions. Then, as is usually the case in horror films, 
the magician, because of some tragic character flaw (or unresolved 
issue stemming from his childhood in adysfunctional family) loses 
his grip on the demon and is plunged to hell after being killed in a 
most unspeakably grotesque (yet poetically fitting) manner. 

While it is true that Goetic evocations are sometimes accompa- 
nied by strange, sometimes unexplainable phenomena, in nearly 
twenty years of practice I have yet to encounter anything resem- 
bling the above colorful scenario. I do recognize, to the film- 
maker’s credit, the basic elements of this form of magick. Yes! the 
magician stands inside a magical circle upon which are divine 
names. Yes! the spirit is called forth by conjurations and strange 
words, and is trapped ina triangle. Yes! the spirit is of the infernal 
variety and (at least in the mind of the magician) can be very dan- 
gerous if not carefully controlled. 

The obvious question becomes at this point; why on earth 
would anyone in their right mind! involve themselves in such an 


1. To many critics, a magician in his or her “right mind” isany oxymoron. 
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enterprise? For those who have not been irreparably damaged by 
simplistic and paranoid religious programing, the answer lies in 
the understanding of the term “infernal spirit.” 

How many of us can truthfully say that we have never allowed 
greed, or jealousy, or insecurity, or lust, or laziness to ruin a 
potential triumph? How many times have you said to yourself, “I 
am my own worst enemy’? Couldn’t these bad habits and charac- 
ter flaws be viewed as nasty little imps who pop up at the worst 
possible times and torpedo even the best laid plans? Wouldn’t we 
just love to master them and force them to work for our benefit 
instead of our undoing? 

Certainly, from one perspective, “hell”? is our own psyche, 
and the infernal spirits can be considered portions of the uncon- 
scious mind, or aspects of our emotional life. Up until the moment 
of evocation these “demons” remain uncontrolled and undirected. 
The various spirits of classical magical literature are convenient 
(and some say uncannily accurate) personifications of these vari- 
ous potential powers. What makes them dangerous is the fact that 
unless they are called forth and forced to labor in harmony with 
the magician’s will, they will continue to run amok and work their 
mischief. 

The seventy-two spirits of the Goetia are drawn from one of 
the best known grimiores of all time, the Lesser Key of Solomon, the 
first book of the Lemegeton.? Several of the spirits appear to be 
degenerated versions of the gods of the ancients, e.g., Bael, 
Astaroth (Astarte) and Belial; while others appear to be the genii 
of the Alf Laylah wa Laylah (A Thousand and One Nights, or The 
Arabian Nights).

know. 
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Those who in the past translated, copied and recopied the var- 
ious texts of the Lemegeton were obviously not sympathetic to the 
pagan theology represented by the spirits, and so we can never be 
sure what the original attributes of the spirits actually were. The 
mere fact that they have come down to us as “fallen angels” of the 
classic Miltonian ilk, is suspect in itself. Even more striking is the 
sex negative attitude displayed by the fact that all the spirits are 
male, including the Dukes Ashtaroth (the Goddess Astarte), and 
Gremory (who appears as a beautiful woman) and Vepar (a 
Mermaid). 

There are those, whose opinions I respect very much, who 
maintain that the spirits of the Goetia have an objective existence 
and can and do operate independently of the magician’s will. 
There are others who aver that they are entirely subjective and 
have no existence outside of the magician’s mind. Aleister Crow- 
ley went so far in his introduction to the Goetia* to say that its 
spirits are portions of the human brain which, if properly isolated 
and disciplined, can be of great aid to the magician. But elsewhere 
in his writings it appears he takes an entirely different attitude. 

Whatever the true nature of the spirits may be, it is obvious to 
anyone who has been bold (or reckless) enough to perform a 
Goetic evocation that things happen. It seems obvious that pan of 
what makes the magick of evocation work is the magician’s accep- 
tance (at least temporally) that the spirit’s existence is objective. 

Goetic magicians fall into two broad categories; those who 
strive as far as humanly possible to replicate what they believe to 
be the original modus operandi, and those who don’t. Neither, in 
my opinion, is necessarily superior to the other. It all depends 
upon the individual magician. If your religious conviction or sense 
of an is such that you feel that the evocation is doomed to failure 
if you do not have every word of every conjuration, constraint, or 
curse, duly memorized exactly as it appears in the 1687 Sloane

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manuscript; if you believe that you will be blasted, tom apart, and 
have your soul eaten by a hideous halitosis-snorting monster if one 
Hebrew word upon your magical circle is misspelled, then it is 
absolutely essential that you take the time to meticulously do all 
these things correctly. 

On the other hand, if you feel confident that there is a simple 
formula of attitude and action that is the key to a successful evoca- 
tion, and that as long the basic elements of that formula are mas- 
tered the operation will be a success, then it would be a waste of 
time to memorize conjurations that are meaningless to you, or 
guard your circle with the names of gods you do not worship. It is 
probably clear to the reader that I fall into the latter category. 

Space prohibits me to adequately elucidate much further upon 
either traditional or “heretical” Goetia. The best I can do is offer a 
brief outline of the system and refer you to two texts that I feel 
best represent the two schools of thought. First the books: The 
Goetia,> and Aleister Crowley’s Illustrated Goetia by Lon Milo 
DuQuette and Christopher S. Hyatt, Ph.D. © The former is a faith- 
ful reproduction of the first book of the Lemegeton which was tran- 
scribed by S. L. MacGregor Mathers and introduced by Aleister 
Crowley. This text contains all of the various conjurations and 
constraints, plus the seals and attributes of the spirits, and many 
details relevant to a classic evocation. Anyone who seriously wants 
to embark up Goetic evocation must be profoundly familiar with 
this text. The latter is an attempt by Dr. Hyatt and myself to point 
out the psychological treasures in Goetic evocation and give exam- 
ples of modem innovations in the system. We have included 
selected classical conjurations and, of course, the seals and 
attributes of all the spirits. This text also includes seventy-two 
illustrations by artist and Goetic magician, David P. Wilson. Even 
if I were not co-author of this text I would recommend it to any 
student of Goetia.

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ELEMENTS OF GOETIC EVOCATION 


The circle and triangle are the two most important physical ele- 
ments of a Goetic evocation and are considered indispensable. (See 
figures 27 and 28 on pp. 263 and 264.) The operator stands in the 
center of the circle, representative of the infinite universe and the 
magician’s own aura. It is a place of balance and stability. The cir- 
cle is protected by the divine names sacred to the magician. For the 
duration of the ceremony, the magician never steps outside of the 
circle. The spirit is called forth into a triangle placed about three 
feet east of the circle.’ The base of the triangle is positioned toward 
the circle. The triangle is framed by three names considered holy 
to the magician. A copy of the spirit’s seal is placed inside the tri- 
angle, and another copy of the seal, with the Pentagram (see figure 
29, p. 265) inscribed upon the reverse side, is worn as a medallion 
around the neck of the magician. Upon the spirit’s arrival, both 
sides of the medallion are displayed to the spirit to force it to obe- 
dience. The magician should also have a version of the Hexagram 
of Solomon (see figure 30, p. 265) pinned or otherwise displayed 
somewhere upon his or her robe. 

The magician must feel absolutely confident in his or her justi- 
fication and ability to call up the spirit. In the classic text, the 
magician spends a great deal of time praising the greatness of God 
and itemizing all the miracles wrought by him through the holy 
personages of the past. (“You did it for Moses, you did it for 
Elijah! Won’t you please do it for me?”) This shameless brown- 
nosing was very necessary to the medieval magician whose psyche 
was imprinted with a literal belief in biblical events (not to 


7. A modem technique of Goetic evocation, made popular by C. (Poke)

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mention heaven and hell). The modem magician must achieve the 
same exalted feeling of divine justification in his or her conjura- 
tion. The method will vary between individuals but the result must 
be an unambiguous feeling of self-righteous justification. 

After this attitude is achieved, the next phase is to induce a 
subjective state of mind so that communication with the spirit 
does not seem to be an absurd, irrational occurrence. This has 
been done traditionally by the recitation of the barbarous words of 
evocation. Continuous babbling of these strange sounding words 
serves to excite the magician’s imagination and refocus the mind 
to a sphere where communication with a demon is not an unthink- 
able activity. I have included at the end of this appendix a version 
of the Preliminary Invocation 8 of the Goetia that contains the clas- 
sic barbarous words of evocation. For years my only conjuration 
was this invocation. In Aleister Crowley’s personal copy of the 
Goetia he had transcribed the First Enochian call (see Appendix 
3), leading some scholars to speculated that in his later years, 
Crowley discovered that Enochian calls could be used for Goetic 
evocations. I have found that the recitation of the First and Sec- 
ond Enochian Calls, in place of more traditional conjurations and 
the “barbarous words of evocation,” is indeed a most efficacious 
conjuration. 

It has been suggested that the proper state of mind can be 
attained through the ingestion of psychoactive substances. I hasten 
to caution the reader that, even though I believe it is possible to 
access the magical plane by the use of drugs, it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to properly execute the remaining necessary compo- 
nents of the ritual. In other words, you may be able to evoke the 
spirit while high, but then may discover that it is difficult to 
remember what exactly you wanted to do with it. This is a very 
dangerous place to be. 

Once you feel exalted and justified, and have put yourself in 
the receptive state of mind, nothing remains but to call the spirit. 


Evocation calls forth a 
spirit outside of one’s self. 
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No matter what technique is used, the power that accomplishes 
this is your pure will. 

Even though the original texts contain a series of progressively 
stronger conjurations and constraints which are to be used if the 
spirit is reluctant to appear, it is my belief that if you are properly 
exalted and justified, the spirit will come without additional conju- 
rations or curses. If you have a second or third or fourth conjura- 
tion ready because you are not confident that your first 
conjuration will work, you will most likely need them all. 

If, on the other hand, a spirit has promised to do something for 
you and fails, you are obliged to threaten it in a subsequent evoca- 
tion. The ultimate threat is to destroy the spirit by burning its seal. 
This represents total annihilation of the spirit. To give the spirit a 
taste of this punishment, it is a traditional custom to put the seal in 
a small metal box (sometimes perforated with holes) with a small 
amount of sulfur? at the bottom. A chain should be attached to 
two sides of the box. Being careful not to step outside of the circle, 
the magician uses the blade of the magical sword to suspend the 
box over a fire (kindled for this purpose and placed within the tri- 
angle) while he or she reminds the spirit of its obligation. If, after 
this act of ceremonial intimidation, the spirit still has not obeyed to 
your satisfaction, make good on your threat and destroy its seal. !9 
Do not attempt to call that particular spirit ever again. It is truly a 
case of “if you are not for me, you are against me.” You can live 
without it. 

You may or may not actually “see” the spirit. You may only 
sense its presence. Once you know it is in the triangle, give it its 
orders (charge) and demand that it agrees to comply. Be very pre- 
cise in your wording of the charge and make sure there are no 
loopholes in your demands. Be polite but do not dawdle or engage

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in any negotiations or arguments. You are the boss. The spirit 
should be told that if your wishes are met, you will be a kind mas- 
ter. You may state that if you are happy with its performance you 
will engrave its seal in precious metal or otherwise immortalize its 
memory. Tell it that its spiritual status will be elevated as yours is 
elevated. !! Do not fall for any suggestions from the spirit to give it 
offerings, sacrifices, or pacts. That is another kind of magic. 

Once you have given the spirit its charge and received assur- 
ance that it will be done, then immediately give it licence to 
depart, being careful to remind it that you want everything accom- 
plished without any harm being done to you, your family, your 
friends, your pets, your possessions, etc. 

The following is a summary outline of a Goetic evocation. But 
please avail yourself of the above-mentioned texts before attempt- 
ing the ceremony. 

Before beginning a Goetic evocation ask yourself the following 
questions: 


Do [have a very good reason to raise the spirit? 


Do I feel absolutely justified and competent to perform 
the operation? 


Do I have a sufficient emotional tie to the object of the 
operation? (If there is no such emotional link, the evo- 
cation will most likely fail. The desire to evoke the 
spirit must reach the emotional strata of the magician’s 
psyche, for that is the abode of the Goetic spirits.) 


Is it my unambiguous will to succeed in the operation? 


Do I have the courage to plumb the depths of hell to 
achieve my ends? 


Be brutally truthful with yourself. If there are any doubts as to 
your answers to any of the questions, cancel the ceremony or

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postpone it until such time as there are none. If you are resolute in 


your will to proceed, then do the following:

In a clean, uncluttered room, draw, tape, or otherwise 
make a circle approximately nine feet in diameter. Upon 
the circle write the divine names sacred to your personal 
form of spiritual discipline. 

About three feet east of the circle, draw, tape, or otherwise 
make a triangle, each side measuring two and one half to 
three feet. Upon the three sides write words of power 
sacred to your personal form of spiritual discipline. 

Inside the triangle draw a circle. Within this circle place an 
incense burner, incense, and a parchment or paper copy of 
the seal of the spirit you wish to evoke. 

Prior to the ceremony bathe with the full intention of 
cleansing the body in preparation for this serious work. 
Put on a clean magical robe reflective of your highest ini- 
tiatory degree. This robe should also bear the image of a 
Hexagram (to identify with the macrocosm). 

Arm yourself with the wand, and wear the medallion dis- 
playing the spirit’s seal on one side and the pentagram (to 
show mastery of the microcosm) on the other. Prior to 
entering the circle purify the temple with water, and con- 
secrate it with fire. This can be done as elaborately or as 
simply as your sense of art demands. 

Entering the circle first perform the Lesser Banishing Rit- 
ual of the Pentagram (see Appendix Two). 

Recite the Preliminary Invocation of the Goetia, or the 
First and Second Enochian Call, or the conjuration or 
conjurations of your choice. 

Greet the spirit courteously upon its arrival. 

Politely give it a specific, well thought out charge, and 
demand a positive answer. 

Politely give it license to depart being careful to stipulate 
that it carry out its orders without harm to you or your 
loved ones. 

Banish the temple with the Lesser Banishing Ritual of the 
Pentagram and wait until such time as you cannot feel any 
residual of the spirit ’s presence. 
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12. Snap out of it. Do whatever it takes to return to everyday 
objective consciousness. If you still feet “spooky” and 
“magical,” banish again. 

13. Break down the temple. 

14. Failure of the spirit to perform as promised requires that 
you evoke the spirit again and issue a threat. Failing again, 
re-evoke and torment the spirit in the fire box. Failing 
again, re-evoke for the purpose of destroying the seal 
completely.

FINAL THOUGHTS 
ON GOETIC EVOCATION 


For many the above procedure may seem a childish excursion into 
role-playing ... an adult Dungeons & Dragons. But isn’t day-to-day 
life a role-playing game? Perhaps we should simply view Goetic 
evocation as a formal, conscious dialog and relationship between 
the conscious mind (the magician) and a portion of the uncon- 
scious mind (the spirit). The will of the magician to control the 
spirit is focused by the physical and mental preparations of the cer- 
emony of evocation, and the spirit appears (either objectively or 
subjectively) upon the seal in the triangle. This “vision” alone 
serves to charge the seal by indelibly imprinting the magician’s 
unconscious mind with that image. Years from now the magician 
may forget that he or she ever performed that particular evocation, 
but the unconscious mind will not forget. Once a spirit has been 
evoked, a permanent relationship is formed which can only be sev- 
ered if the magician chooses to “update” his or her unconscious 
mind with another imprinted image. This can be done ceremonially 
with the same care and preparation expended in the original 
evocation. 

A Goetic spirit, once evoked, is an awakened giant ready to 
serve you. You do not want to forget there is an awakened giant 
in the cellar. This is why one should never forget where he or 
she has put an activated seal. Traditionally such items are stored 
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in elaborately decorated or otherwise luxurious boxes or bags. 
Each time the magician’s eyes fall upon the container he or she is 
reminded of the evocation, of the spirit, of how the spirit is 
pledged to the magician’s service. This conscious reinforcement of 
the relationship serves to recharge both the magician and _ the 
spirit. Every time you see or think about the seal housed in its spe- 
cial container you should feel the same warmth of satisfaction as a 
dog’s master feels when he or she is able to feed their loyal pet a 
special treat. 

How do you share your good fortune and spiritual success with 
a spirit? This question can only be answered by each magician. I 
am reminded of the old American cowboy movies where the hero 
rescues the girl and captures the bank robbers, but only after he 
has been pulled out of a deadly pool of quicksand by his faithful 
wonder-horse. In the really old movies the cowboy doesn’t kiss the 
girl at the end of the film—he kisses his horse! In other words, 
give credit where credit is due. You must recognize that your evo- 
lution is linked to the spirit’s evolution. This recognition can be 
private and entirely internalized. 

In my particular magical/spiritual discipline I seek union with a 
divine counterpart which is called in Western MHermeticism the 
Holy Guardian Angel. By no stretch of the imagination have [| yet 
to achieve complete communion with this “being,” but I have 
been vouchsafed glimpses in moments of ecstatic wonder when I 
realize, however briefly, that I am part of an unimaginably _ pro- 
found greater life. Using my metaphoric vocabulary, — these 
moments are my Holy Guardian Angel attempting to “raise me 


up.” 

To a Goetic spirit, you are like the Holy Guardian Angel. Just 
as there are people in the world who are so base and ignorant that 
they will end this incarnation without ever being moved by a spir- 
itual impulse, so too are there Goetic spirits who may not be ready 
to be calmed down enough to have a relationship with you.
